"On  ThursdHy,  in  the  direction  of 
Alexlnats  (about  twenty-three  mites 
nortliweat  of  Nlsh)  our  troops  reachea 
Soko-Banja.  After  heavy  fighting,  we 
captured  the  advance  posittona  of  Nish 
on  the  northern  and  eastern  fronts  of 
the  fortress,  taking  two  guns,  two  am- 
munition cars,  and  400  prisoners.  On 
tho  railway  betfecn  Knlajevats  and  Sol- 
lijlg,  we  captured  one  engine  aJid  lOS 
wagona.  with  a  great  quantity  of  ma- 
terial  for   troqpa. 

"South  of  Strumnltza.  our  troops 
wore  attacked  by  numerically  aup^rlor 
foroaa  composed  o^  Anglo-French  troopa. 
We  repulaed  them  by  heavy-counter  at- 
tacks at  the  i>olnt  of  the  bayonet.  In- 
flicting aevere  losses.  The  fighting 
against  the  French  Is  developing  fa- 
vorably for  ua  on  the  front  of  Krlvo- 
lakE-onitcB-aiava."

BKRLIN,  Nov.  8. — In  the  statement 
Issued  today,  the  War  Office  says  that 
Nlsh,  the  former  temporary  capital  ot 
Berbla  has  been  captured  by  the  Bul< 
gariana. 

The  town  of  Krallevo,  35  miles  south- 
west of  Krngiiyevttts,  has  been  captured 
by  tho  Oermans,  who  are  pursuing  the 
Serbians  to  the  eaat  of  that  point,  it 
Is  added. 

The  Bulgarian  conquest  of  Nish  waa 
effected  after  three  days  of  heavy  fight- 
ing. In  these  engagements  the  Bul- 
garians captured  350  Serbians  and  two 
cnnnon.  Near  l*ke  LuKovo  the  Bul- 
Rsriann  dcfoHted  the  Serbians,  and  in 
the  vicinity  of  Hokobanya  also  they  won 
a  victory,  taking  more  than  BOO  prison- 
ers and  Mix  cannon. 

Bulgarian  and  Qerman  forces  got  in 
touch  with  each  other  near  Krlvlvir. 

It  was  added  that  Vatvarln.  on  the 
Morava  Kiver.  about  forty  miles  north- 
west of  Nish.  had  l)een  captured,  mora

Nov.  «.— Cementing 
on  the  recent  •peaches  of  Premiers  As- 
qulth  and  BriaiMl  before  the  Brltlah  and 
French  Parliaments,  the  Vodwaerts.  the 
leading  Berlin  Socialist  newspaper  says: 

"It  is  obvious  that  Franco  and  Bng- 
laad  are  more  rcaolutf  than  ever  in 
thair  determination  to  carry  the  war 
through  t6  a  successful  cloae.  So  la  the 
German  Chancellor.  But  neither  As- 
quith  nor  Brland  aor  von  Bet{^raann- 
llollweg  i«  willing  to  state  what  ha 
calls  such  'successful  close.'  It  la  Im- 
poaalble  to  continue  the  war  Indennltely. 
New  theatrea  of  war  are  being  covered 
with  aoldlera  merely  becauae  the  war- 
ring nations  refuse  to  state  their  actual 
alma.  Some  people  declare  Oermany^ 
must  flght  until  her  enemies  sue  for 
paaea,  but  thes*  enemies  do  not  feel 
themselves  worsted,  and  no  real  result 
is  likely  for  a  long  time.  Public  dis- 
Gusslon  about  the  actual  alms  of  tho 
war  should  and  must  be  opened  and  the 
Oovemments  must  uncover  their  pur- 
poses.

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  • — When  a  navy 
aeroplane  was  shot  into  the  air  yes- 
:erday  at  Pensacola,  from  the  decks  of 
the  cruiser  North  Carolina,  while  the 
ihip  waa  In  motion,  a  new  feat  in  avl- 
ttlon  waa  accomplished  and  a  devlca 
upon  which  navy  airmen  bavo  been  at 
work  for  three  yaara  proved  a  sueeess. 
The  re!«uU  opena  up  new  possibilities 
:or  navy  aeroplanes,  aa  the  device  per> 
nita  them  to  be  launched  with  the  aid 
>f  a  platform  without  obstructing  gun- 
lie. 

The  device  consists  of  a  track  -ex- 
:ended  along  the  chip's  after  deck,  upon 
ivhich  Is  a  car.  An  aeroplane  landa  on 
'.he  device  from  the  air  and  ia  secured 
to  the  car.  On  launching  tho  car  ia 
Irlven  down  the  track  until  It  haa  at- 
Uklned  high  apeed.  Then  it  la  brought 
to  a  audden  stop  and  the  ae^plane 
ilipa  from  the  moorings,  soaring  Into 
:h«  air,  having  b«en  shot  over  the  cruls- 
tr'a  stem  at  SO  miles  an  hour.

AT  DEDEMOT 


Bombardment  by  Fleet  of  Allies 
ContlnueSf  and  Landing  of 
Troops  Thought  Probable 
—Bulgarian  Defences. 


ATHKNS,  Nov.  «.— Two  divisions 
of  Brltlah  troops  are  on  the  way  f.-om 
Salonica  to  the  Bulgarian  frontier.  More 
soldiers  arc  entraining  to  follow  the  in- 
itial force. 

Inaamuch  as  French  troops  ar<j  al- 
ready operating  about  Strumnitza,  it  Is 
likely  that  that  ia  1^  4«MmmUtm'«t,* 
tha  British. 

From  the  British  forces  on  the  move 
In  Bulgaria's  direction,  it  is  surmised 
that  assurances  haVe  reached  Kngland 
of  completed  Russian  arrangements  to 
strike  the  Bulgars  from  the  northward. 

This  aeemfe  to  be  borne  out  by  news 
that  Roumanla  has  refused  tho  Oennnn 
request  to  intern  two  Russian  torpedo 
boats  in  the  Danube,  on  the  ground  that 
the  navigation  of  the  river  is  free,  and 
consequently,  the  boats'  presence  is  not 
In   violation'  of  Roumanian   neutrality. 

Tile  Roumanian  attitude  In  as  good, 
from  the  Csar's  standpoint,  .  towards 
permission  to  send  troops  through 
Roumanla,  since  by  a  160-mlle  Journey 
by  boat  up  the  Danubei,  a  landing  can 
be  made  on  Bulgarian  soil. 

It  Is  thought  no  time  will  be  lost  by 
the  Russians  in  taking  advantage  of 
this    route. 

After  the  Allies'  naval  '  guns  have 
cleared  Dedeagatch  and  its  environs  oT. 
Bulgarians,  it  is  reported  that  French 
and  Brltlah  forces  will  be  landed  there 
also. 

The  fleet  Ih  still  bombarding  the  port 
under  the  direction  of  avlator.i.  who 
hcver  over  tho  town,  signal  linn  the 
range  to  tha  gunnera.  Military  men 
do  not  think  the  shelling  would  be  mo 
persistent  except  as  a  preliminary  to 
later  operations. 

The  Bulgarians  have  been  driver  by 
the  bursting  shells  a  nhort  distance  into 
the  Interior,  but  are  said  to  be  near 
enough  to  be  ready  to  resist  a  landinK. 

The  Sofia  Government  ha.s  already 
taken  over  that  railway  through  .South- 
ern Bnlgarla.  and  has  forces  of  peas- 
ants throwing  up  entrenchments  and 
mounting  guns  on  the  Greek  frontier.

-Nov.  •.—"The  fall  of 
Bagdad  may  tw  expected."  wrttea  Major 
Moraht  In  the  Berlin  Tageblatt.  "Eng- 
land's base  uf  oporations  is  the  s«a  and 
India,  therefore  she  haa  managad  to  ad- 
vance around  Bagdad,  tbanka  to  her 
gunboats  on  the  Tigris,  In  the  Ruph- 
catea  and  the  Tlgria  canal.  Wlille  the 
Turks  were  concentrating  at  Bagdad, 
they  were  weakened  by  the  treaaon  of 
aeveral   tribes   bought  by  EIngllsh  gold. 

"Bagdad  la  not  a  fortreaa.  and  can 
with  dinculty  be  held  againat  a  au- 
perior  force.  Little  military  signlflcance 
would  attach  to  its  fall,  but  the  Imprea- 
slon  that  It  woyld  mak«  on  the  Arab 
and  Persian  frontier  tribes  must  not  be 
understimated.  Arabia  ia  unrellabla; 
Persia  vacillates  and  ia  weak.  The  Rua- 
slans  are  still  in  the  Caucasus." 


KING  MUCH  BETTER 


PETROGRAD,  Nov.  •. — ^The  official 
communication  Issued  tonight  -by  tho 
Russian  War  OlBce  claims  the  capture 
by  the  Russians  of  8,6T)0  prisoners  as 
the  result  of  a  surprise  attack  near  the 
village  of  Semlkovltzv  (Slenlkowoc)  on 
the  Stripa  River.  * 

The  text  of  the  atatement  follows: 

"West  of  Riga,  near  the  village  of 
Uchlne,  we  repulaed  several  attacks, 

"German  counter-attacks  continue 
south  of  Lake  Sventon.  Earther  south 
as  far  as  the  Prlpet  region;  there  ia  no 


change. 

Captara   of   Vylaoaara 

"According  to  supplemenUry  reports, 
we  took  22  officers  and  7li'  men  prison- 
ers and  captured  seven  machine  guna 
and  two  Runs  In  tha  light  near  the  vil- 
lage of  Kocstlnoukhova.  west  of  Rafa- 
lovka.  We  repulsed  enemy  attacks  In 
the  direction  of  the  village  of  ~Budkl, 
driving  him  back  in  disorder  to  his 
trenches. 

"Tho  period  of  extremely  de«perate 
lighting  in  the  region  of  the  village  of 
Semikovltz  (Sienlkowce)  and  on  t}ie 
western  shore  of  Lake  Ischkuve,  haa 
now  ended.  Swift  frontal  surprise  at- 
tacks undertaken  aomo  days  ago,  in- 
cluding the  crossing  of  the  River 
Stripa  near  the  village  of  Semlkovits, 
justifled  all  our  expectations.  *We  took 
over  t,600  men  prisoners,  besides  cap- 
turing a  number,  not  yet  determined, 
of  officers  and  machine  guns.  Our  vali- 
ent troops  had  to  overcome  the  greatest 
difficulties  while  sending  the  enormous 
number  of  Austrian  and  German  prison- 
ers to  the  rear,  and  across  the  River 
Stripa  and  Lake  Ischkuva. 

"The  Germans  took  vigorous  steps  to 
wrest  the  prisoners  from  our  hands 
while  the  prlsoneres  were  still  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  River  Stripa  in  tho 
rear  of  our  troops,  who  ware  stlU  batly 
engaged.  Although  exposed  to  a  mur- 
derous artillery  and  riflo  Are.  our  troops 
fac»ll'  fel)  enemy  attacks.  ah4U  pmttttlmt* 
by  their  own  artlllet-y  Are,  did  not  retire 
to  their  own  bank  of  th«  titrlpa  until 
after  the  entire  Ixidy  of  prisoners  and 
booty   was   safely  over. 

"There  is  no  change  on  the  Caucasian 
front." 

Barlla  Aaaonaeaa  Tlotorlaa 

BERLIN.  Nov.  6.— The  Austro-Ger- 
man  forces  lf\  Galicia  arc  said  .  by  the 
War  Office  today  to  have  won  a  further 
victory  over  the  Russians  in  the  fight- 
ing along  the  Stripa  River.  The  Rus- 
sians^ were  thrown  back  to  Jtheir  old 
positions  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river. 
In  the  recent  fighting  there  50  Russian 
officers  and  0,000  men  have  been  cap- 
tured. 

The  army  of  General  von  Llnsingen 
captured  further  Russian  positions 
northeast  of  Rudka.  Russian  attempts 
to  break  through  the  German  lines  on 
the  Dwlnsk  front  were  futile,  the  report 
states.

An  attack  yesterday  by  The  Globe  on 
certain  Ministers  in  connection  with  tho 
administration  of  the  War  Office,  and  its 
positive  reiteration  today  that  feecretary 
Kitchener  had  resigned,  notwithstanding 
official  dcnlala,  seem  lo  have  decided  the 
authorities  on  the  auppreasion  of  tha 
paper. 

The  Globe  Is  controlled  by  Cecil 
Harmsworth,  brother  of  Lord  North- 
cliffe,  and  Is  the  oldeat  aftemOon  news* 
paiH>r  in  London. 

Mr.  Harmsworth's  brother,  I.«rd 
Northcllire,  haa  been  one  of  the  aev«r«st' 
critics  of  the  War  Office,  through  his 
newspapers.  The  Times  and  Mall.  The 
Globe  also  has  attacked  the  policy  of 
the  War  Office.

LONDON,  Nov.  (.—The  Bulgarians 
have  occupied  Nish,  the^Scrbian  war 
capital,  which'  fives  thep  complete  con- 
trol of  the  railway  fiwm  Prahovo,  on 
the  Danube,  and  thus  opens  a  through 
Jmita  flr'tWr'WTO'fl  Powera  to  Sona 
and  Constantinople. 

In  addition  the  Bulgarian  and  German 
main  armies  have  effected  a  Junction  at 
Krlvlvir,  so  that  the  campi^lgn,  which 
has  been  somewhat  slower  tlian  ex^ 
pected,  will  move  at  a  faster  paoe  from 
now  on.  Except  for  the  southern  part 
of  Serbia,  the  invasion  is  already  gath- 
ering more  headway,  and  drsplto  Serbian 
resistance,  the  Invading  armies  have 
made  material  progress.  In  the  south, 
however  the  Allied  forces  appear  to  be 
too  strong  for  the  Bulgarians,  who  ad- 
mit that  they  are  faced  by  superior 
numbers.  It  is  reported  through  tha 
Serbian  legation  at  Athena  that  the 
British.  French  and  Serbians  have  In- 
flicted a  severe  defeat  on  the  Bulgarians 
at  Ixvor,  10  miles  w^st  of  the  Vardar 
River,  where  the  French  left  wing  Joins 
the  right  of  the  Serbian  southern  army, 
and  that  the  Bulgarians  are  retreating 
toward  Veles.

More  Allied  troops  are  being  sent  to 
the  scene  of  the  fl;;hting  in  the  hope 
that  they  will  be  able  by  the  capture 
of  VclcH  to  compel  the  Bulgarians  who 
advanced  west  of  Uskusb  to  retire  and 
clear  the  Salonlca-Mltrovltsa  railway,  so 
that  assistance  can  be  sent  to  the  Ser- 
bian northern  army.  All  asnlHtance  that 
reaches  the  Serbians  apparently  must  be 
sent  by  the  British  and  French,  for  de- 
spite the  defeat  of  the  Znimis  Govern- 
ment and  the  triumph  of  Venlzclos  In 
the  Greek  Chamber,  there  Is  no  evidence 
that  Greece  intends  to  change  her 
policy.  Tt  was  reported  this  morning 
that  M.  Zaimis  had  undertaken  to  form 
a  new  Cabinet,  but  this  lacks  conflrma- 
tlon,  as  the  dispatches  from  Athens  are 
being  much   delayed. 

There  i si  also  lack  Of  news  concerning 
the  Russian  expedition  which  was  re- 
ported early  In  the  week  on  the  Rou- 
manian frontier,  while  Roumanla.  like 
Greece,  Is  maintaining  her  neutrality  In 
the  face  of  agitations  in  the  country  for 
Intervention.  Russia,  however,  is  pre- 
venting the  Austro-Oermans  from  dis- 
patching any  additional  troops  from  her 
front  to  the  Balkans.

The  Russian  armies  have  successfully 
countered  Field  Marshal  von  Hlnden- 
burg'a  efforta  to  reach  Rl^a  from  the 
weat,  and  are  attacking  both  weat  and 
south  of  Dvlnsk  and  on  the  Styr  and 
stripa   Rivers. 

In  the  Dvlnsk  sector  the  Rtissiana  are 
advancing  a  little  westward,  but  on  the 
two  southern  rivers  there  Is  no  change 
in  the  position,  the  armies  of  neither 
aide  seemingly  being  able  to  make  any 
progress,  although,  they  are  launching' 
heavy  attacks. 

In  the  Western  aonc  the  Germans  con- 
tinue thelx  attacks  against  the  new 
FVench  poaltiona  In  Champagne,  but 
here,  likewise,  little  ground  is  changing 
hands.  There  Is  evldat>oe  of  renewed 
activity  In  Galllpoll.  and  the  Impression 
prevails  that  another  Mg  attempt  will 
be  made  to  open  the  htralta  l>efore  Ger- 
man  ammunition   reaches   the  Turfca.

Insurrection  Feared  in  District 
of  Prizrend,  Held  by  Ser- 
bians— Ability  of  Seitia  to 
Resist  Invasion. 


>fIL>AK.  Nov.  c— In  dispatches  to  the 
Heccolo,  Hisnor  MacHni  deala  with  the 
■ituatton  in  Albaniii.  He  «ay«  he  found 
Priju-end  in  a  sUia  of  ferment,  and  there 
waa  f«ar  of  inaurrecUon.  No  one  waa 
allowed  to  leave  the  town  without  a  spe- 
cial permit,  and  the  InhaMtanta  were 
ordered  to  remain  in  their  houaca  after 
eight  at  nlsht. 

Tiiente  the  correspondent  went  tu 
I^tuna,  the  nest  of  one  of  the  most  in- 
tractable 'Albanian  tribes.  The  roads 
and  bridgea  were  guarded  by  Serbian 
aentries.  In  traversing  the  treacherous 
territory  erf  Albania  the  correspondent 
was  eMirtvd  by  soldiers  along  roads 
protect^  by  the  military.  Th«  strategic 
poalttona  were  occupied  by  Serbian 
troops,  who  were  entrenched  In  the  face 
of  the  danger  of  au  attack  by  Albanians. 

Approaching  Dibra.  Hignor  Magrini 
saw  thouaanUs  of  Albanians,  requsiti- 
tioned  by  the  Serbians,  constructing 
roada  under  tAe  supervision  of  gen- 
darmes. DIbra  appeared  submerged  in 
squalor.  Three-quarters  of  the  population 
had  abandoned  the  city  after  the  Ser- 
bian repression  of  the  last  insurrection. 
Several  housex  which  have  been  bom- 
barded were  falling  to  pieces.  The  city 
is  the  headquarters  of  the  staff  of  the 
Serbian  army  in  occupation.  This  army 
is  composed  of  six  thousand  men.  When 
Uskup  was  evacuated  fifteen  hundred 
Austrian  prisoners,  Including  some  Ital- 
ians captured  last  Winter,  were  brought 
to  Dlbra.  enduring  seven  fatiguing  days 
of  marching.

Xov.  «.— Twelve  men 
and  girls  lost  their  lives  today  In  a 
Are  that  destroyed  an  old  fdur-story 
brick  and  wooden  factory  building  in 
the  Williamsburg  section  of  Brooklyn. 
A  search  of  the  ruins  is  expected  to 
uncover  the  bodies  of  13  other  victims, 
eight  of  them  girls,  who  were  reported 
missing  .tonight.  Of  the  40  injured  in 
hospitals,  many  are  expected  to  die, 
and  a  score  more  were  less  aerlously 
burned   and    bruised. 

The  building  was  occupied  by  a  candy 
manufacturing  concern  and  three  firms 
manufacturing  clothing,  whose  em- 
ployees normally  totalled  300.  but  more 
than  a  third  had  been  dismissed  before 
the  fire  started  for  a  Saturday  half- 
holiday. 

The. flames  were  discovered  shortly  be- 
fore 4  o'clock  by  a  girl  employe  of  the 
eaudy  factory,  which  occupied  tho 
ground  floor  and  basement,  and  were 
soon  roaring  up  the  .  elevator  shaft 
around  which  wound  the  principal  stair- 
way. There  was  one  other  stairway  in 
the  rear  of  the  building,  and  some  of 
the  entrapped  persons  escaped  by  that, 
but  before  the  firemen  arrived  men  and 
women  were  leaping  from  the- windows. 
The  llames  had  quickly  mushroomed 
from  tho  elevator  shaft  Into  the  fourth 
floor,  and  scarcely  liad  the  firat  streams 
of  water  entered  the  building  when  tha 
roof  collapsed.  Tlie  other  floors  soon 
after   fell  one   by   one. 

Today's  disaster  was  the  worst  fac- 
tory fire  in  New  York  sinirc  the  Tri- 
angle Waist  Company  was  burned  sev- 
eral  years  ago  with  a  loss  of  148  lives. 

The  flames  spread  so  rapidly  that  es- 
cape fur  most  of  tho  employees  In  the 
building  by  stairs  and  elevator  was  Im- 
possible.' The  only  fire  escape  became 
Jammed.  The  flames  drove  the  fright- 
ened men  and  women  to  the  windows 
and  forced  them  to  Jump.

or  the  11  dead  recovered  from  the 
ruins,  six  were  taken  from  the  flre 
cHcape  and  four  were  found  hanging  out 
of  the  windows,  c.harre^  beyond  recog- 
nition. Several  of  these  were  girls, 
burned  to  death  in  the  aight  of  a  great 
crowd    of   helpless    spectators. 

No  one  could  be  found  tonight  to 
tell  how  the  flre  started,  but  witliln  half 
an  hour  the  roof  of  the  building  had 
collapsed.  In  another  hour  it  was  noth- 
ing but  a  tottering  shell  of  brick  walls, 
enclosing  smoking  rulna,  and  probably

Not  until  the  Hat-  of  the  innptey«|>g 
in  tha  buildings  are  checked  up  and  the 
ruins  searched  were  the  police  willing 
tonight  to  believe  that  the  death  list 
would  exceed  25.  One  of  the  victims 
taken  td  the  liospUal.  a  man.  died  soon 
afterwards   from   a   fractured   skull. 

Coroner  Wagner  started  an  Immediate 
InvcNtigation  Into  the  cause  of  the  dis- 
aster, and  other  city  officials  were  soon 
on  the  scene  for  the  same  purpose. 
They  were  able,  however,  to  gain  little 
information  tonight,  other  than  that  the 
Hre  appeared  to  have  originated  In  the 
Diamond  Candy  Factory,  where  the 
cooking  waa  done. 

The  losa  of  life  was  chiefly  among 
the  employees  of  the  Essex  Shirt  Com- 
pany and  B.  L.  A  W.  Tailoring  Com- 
pany, who  occupied  the  third  and  fourth 
floors.

New  Westminster  Soldier  Re- 
turning From  Front  in  Pitiful 
Condition — Kindly  Cared  for 
at  Winnipeg. 


WINNII'KO,  Nov.  6.— At  the  C.  P.  K. 
titput  luHt  niK'it  team  were  brought  to 
tho  ryv8  of  men  antl  women  who  lin«d 
tht!  plattorm  by  thu  pitiful  scene  of  an 
uble-bodled  man  In  the  prime  of  life 
ttuffering  from  the  effectn  of  hah  ho 
biidly  that  he  had  no  control  over  his 
Uniba  and  was  guHplnK  for  breath.  The 
nlectB  of  the  polHonouH  fumes  arc 
still  prominent  In  hln  syutem,  and  It 
will  be  weeks  before  he  regains  the 
use  of  his  limbs. 

There  were  two  Hohlk-rs  returning,  and 
they  are  the  flrHt  of  those  Invalided 
hi-Ihe  who  returned  on  the  88.  Scandl- 
nuvlan.  Their  names  are  I'le.  William 
Uj'.vIs  and  I'te.  W.  II.  Thornton.  Both 
come  from  New  Westminster,  B.  C, 
nnd  they  will  spend  several  days  in  the 
city  before  proceedinx  home,  in  fact, 
Thornton's  condition  is  such  that  he  is 
absolutely  unable  to  go  any  further, 
and  Immediately  on  his  removal  from 
the  train  last  night.  the  lletumed 
Soldiers'  Association,  under  whose  aus- 
pices he  will  be  talc<'n  care  of,  sum- 
inoRcd  the  best  medical  aid  and  a 
nurse. 

.  Thornton  is  an  originaf  member  of 
the  Princess  Patricias,  nnd  he  was 
gassed  at  Ypres.  A  gas  shell  exploded 
w  Ithln  a  few  foet  from  wlierc  ho  was 
standing,  and  for  many  weeks  his  life 
was  despaired,  of.  '  Itla  nti-6hg  confftl- 
tiitlon,  which  now  seems  to  be  com- 
pletely ruined,  alor^<  was  responsible 
for  his  surviving,  ilc  is  the  only  aon 
of  an  aged  mother,  and  his  urgent  re- 
quest last  nixht,  while  lying  In  a  room 
at  a  hotel,  was  that  a  telegram  should 
b(j  sent  to  his  mother  stating  he  was 
all   right  and  would  l>e  home  shortly. 

Pte.  L>avls,  7th  Battalion,  Is  looking 
after  him  like  a  brother,  although  he  la 
suffering  himself  pretty  badly.  Davis 
was  through  the  fighting  nt  KeMtubcn 
and  Ulvenchy,  and  was  struck  by  a 
flying  sandbag.  .\ll  his  front  t^^eth 
were  knocked  out,  he  was  blinded — an 
affliction  which  remained  with  him  for 
three  weeks — and  hurt  severely  in  the 
side.  He  is  a  veteran  of  the  British 
army,  and  served  in  West  Africa  and 
Homaliland.  "I  chasejl  the  Mad  Mul- 
luh,"  he  dryly  remarked  last  night,  "but 
that  wan  an  interesting  expedition  com- 
pared with  this.  There  is  all  the  dlf- 
r»rence  In  the  worl<l  between  the  fight- 
ing of  today  and  that  of  a  few  years 
ago.  but  If  \  was  fit  once  more  I  would 
fight  the  Mad  War  Lord  far  more  ag- 
gressively than  I  would  the  Mad  Mul- 
I  Uh."

Mall  Qasctte  says  Germany's  "Hymn 
of  Hate"  has  been  supplanted  by  "The 
Chant  of  the  German  Hword" — ^a  com- 
position brought  out  In  .Ijeipstc,  which 
within  a  we^k  of  publication  ran  into 
half  a  doxen  editions. 

This  is  what  Its  anonymous  author 
makes   the   "German  sword"   say: 

"it  is  no  duty  of  mine  to  be  either 
Just  or  compassionate;  it  suffices  that 
I  am  sanctified  l)y  my  exalted  mission, 
and  1  am  blind  to  the  eyes  of  my 
enemies  with  such  streams  of  {ears 
as  shall  make  the  proudest  of  them 
crini^e  In  terror  under  the  vault  of 
heaven. 

"I  have  slaughtered  the  old  and  the 
sorowful;  I  have  struck  off  the 
breasts  of  women;  and  I  have  run 
through  the  body  of  children  who 
gazed  at  me  with'  tlie  eyes  of  the 
wotmded  lion. 

'T)ay  after  day  I  ride  aloft  on  the 
shadowy  horse  In  the  valley  of  Cy- 
presses: and  as  I  ride  I  draw  forth 
the  life  blood  of  every  enemy's  son 
that  dares  to  dispute  my  path. 

"It  is  meet  and  right  that  I  should 
cry  aloud  my  pride,  for  am  I  not  the 
flaming  messenger  of  the  Lord  Al- 
mighty? 

"Germany  :s  so  far  above  and  be- 
yond all  the  other  nations  that  all  the 
rest  of  the  earth,  be  they  who  tbey 
may,  should  feel  themselves  well  done 
by  when  they  are  allowed  to  flght 
with  the  dogs,  for  the  crumbs  that  fall 
from    her    ta'>le. 

"When  Germany  the  divine  is  liappy, 
then  the  rest  of  the  world  basks  in 
smiles;  but  when  Germany  suffers,  God 
in  person  Is  rent  with  anguish,  and, 
wrathful  and  avenging.  He  turns  all 
the  waters  Into  rivers  of  hlood."

tho  world.  If  any  person  nuikes  a 
speech  on  thla  question  before  any  body 
of  men,  he  la  certain  lo  <iuallfy  hisrc- 
marka  with  aomcthing  about  the  handi- 
cap of  wages.  Saladin  la  said  to  have 
aaked  hia  reative  horse  if  ho  «uw 
King  Itlchard  in  every  bush,  and  our 
people  here  debate  every  induatrlal 
propoaiUon  aa  though  the  bogie  of 
high  wages  waa  hiding  on  every  fac- 
tory cite.  Yet  we  find  British  Colum- 
bia pulp  and  paper  holding  ita  own  In 
open  competition  in  the  world'a  mar- 
kcta.  and  wa  are  told  that  a  company  ia 
belttg:  organlaed  in  Seattle  on  a  very 
large  aoulo  to  manufacture  tin  plate. 
The  newapapera  aay  that  it  is  intended 
to  control  the  output  of  the  whole 
country  in  Seattle,  but  admitting  that 
thla  ia  an  exaggaratod  statement  of  the 
oxpectationa  of  the  promoters,  the  fact 
rem«ina  tbat  the  rate  of  wages  on  tho 
Pacific  Coast  has  no  terrors  f(vr*thotto 
who  ara  launching  this  project.  The 
cold  truth  la  that  thoae  who  talk  so 
much  about  the  alleged  disadvantage 
wa  are  under  on  -this  coast,  urc...Wtly 
expreaalng  idle  optniouM  upon  a  matter 
that,  in  moat  caaea.  I  hey  havo  never 
fully  inveatigatod. 

We   feel   Ilka   making   n    few    general 
remarka  in  thla  ^connection.     As  A  rule, 
th«t  oppertunltiea   of   obaervallbn   along 
Induatrlal    line*    enjoyed    by    (he    great 
majority   of    the    people    of    this    com- 
munity   have   been    exceedingly    limited, 
and   yat    ex   cathedra     atatements     are 
mad*  ttpon  cv«ry  occgalen.ln  which  an^ 
Induatrlal  projMt  ot  atlbjact  is  brought 
op   for   dlacuaaloo.     On«>   might    be  Jua- 
Ufied    in    tkiUklnc  that   a   ronaidernble 
number  of  our  people-  ari<  on  Mte  look- 
.|»ut  to  diaeever  aomo  cx^v/te  for  not  at- 
tampUng  anytulaf  aC  »  prat^al  nature, 
t^rhapa     thla    la    (lot  the  fact  l>erluipa 
•<i  many  people  are  ao  comfortably  well 
off  kera  that  tbay  do  not  le«I  Itko  to- 
^reatlgaOnf  l|i.d<ntr)al  projeo^s.  and  tak«> 
for  yraated  ttiat  the  rate  of  wagea  la 
•a  InaumauatartkU  otMitaole  in  the  way 
•f  vrmrythiam.     If  we  gra  aaked  what 
our  epUUoQ  la.  we  frankly  acknowledge 
that  we  do  not  know,  and  yet  we  think 
«^  may  Ite  perhaiM  In  ga  good  a  poal- 
llon.teu^fom  ««     opliiiott     aa     peraoM 


to  the  philosophical  aide  of  religion.  Wo 
shall  pass  by  the  riuestlon  of  faith,  ua- 
Ing  that  word  as  meaning  the  active 
principle  of  Christianity,  and  say  a  few 
worda  about  philosophy.  There  has 
arisen  alncc  tho  beginning  of  tha  war  a 
spirit  of  religious  unity  and  it  may  be 
well  to.  point  out  how  this  can  be  stim- 
ulated. It  may  also  not  bo  without  ad- 
vantage if  wo  endeavor  to  «l>ow  per« 
sons  who  are  accustomed  to  regard  re- 
ligious matters  with  indlCCeronceb  that, 
wide  as  aro  the  differences  between  cer- 
tain branches  of  the  church,  they  are 
on  points  of  philosophy  and  not  on 
points  of  faith. 

Philosophy,  as  wc  have  said,  doals 
with  tlie  reason  for  things,  with  the  ori- 
gin pf.fqrccjsj  pr_lijfluei}ce,  and  the. man- 
ner in  which  they  operate.  Man  being 
a  reasoning  creature  is  likely  to  In- 
quire into  reasons  and  not  be  content 
with  facts.  So  far  as  vision  is  con- 
cerned Jt  really  myites  no  dlfferenco  at 
all  what  theory  yC  light  is  accepted,  or^ 
whether  none  of  them  are,  although 
much  effort  haa  been  devoted  to  tho  in- 
vcstlgation  of  this  subject.  Neverthe- 
less night  follows  day  and  ilay  night, 
and  this  f^t  is  us  useful  to  the  savage 
who  supposes  the  sun  hides  behind  tho 
hills  as  i't  Is  to  the  philosopher  who  can 
discourse  learnedly  about  the  undula- 
tory  or  sonio  other  theory.  Lightning 
will  kill  a  man  who  thinks  he  hta  stud- 
led  Out  ail  there  Is  to  learn  about  it 
Just  as  quickly  a.s  It  will  kill  a  dog. 
Do  you  say  that  this  ia  elementary  and 
comniontilace?  So  it  is,  but  so  also  Is 
the  Multiplication  Table, 
and  most  people  believe  It,  that  faith 
has  certain  influences.  No  intelligent 
person  will  dispute  this.  How  it  exerts 
this  influence  la  a  matter  of  reasoning, 
that  is  of  philosophy,  and  all  reasoning 
may  be  cither  sound,  or  unsound  or 
partly  both. 

One  of  tho  most  difHtuIt  of  all  tasks 
is  to  daiine  a  thing.  There  are  in- 
stances in  which  deflnition  is  impos- 
sible. Most  people,  for  example,  know 
the  taste  of  bitter  almonds  used  an  a 
flavoring;  but  nobody  need  pretend  to 
deflne  tliat  flavor,  or  to  define  the  per- 
fume of  a  rose.  Tho  limitations  of 
iangnage  compel  «is  to  doflnc  everj'thlng 
In  terms  of  something  vise.  The  highest 
type  of  oxistcnce  known  to  man  is  liim- 
seif.  Nonce  W^cn  he  endeavors  to  de- 
fine the  Deity  he  uses  the  terms  in 
which  ho  ileacribes  htmself,  employing 
adjectives  to  make  them  appear  in- 
flnltely  greater  than  his  own  qualities. 
Vet  ho  (h  fully  conscious  that  hia  dell- 
nitions  fall  abort  of  tho  vague  thought 
which  is  in  hia  mind,  and  he  la  ready 
to  occopt  tlie  governing  word  in  the 
Athanuslun  Creed  and  say  the  r»oity  is 
lticomt)rehenslblc.  And  yet  after  hav- 
ing reached  that  ahaolulely  necessary 
conclusion,  he  nets  out  to  build  up  a 
philosophy  based  upon  the  idea  which 
ho  cannot  comprehend,  and  aa  likely  as 
not  to  regard  people  as  an  anathema 
wlio  do  not  accept  his  philosophy. 

To  tha  church  adherent  we  say: 
Think  more  of  tho  fact  of  Christianity 
and  less  of  its  philosopliy.  To  tha 
non-<;hurchmaii  wo  aay  liat  Ip  tlieao  en- 
lightened days- no  one'^ought  to  bo  led 
to  disregard  a  fact  because  the  explamt- 
tions  offered  for  It  are  not  all  In  accord. 
Kvcry  one  knowa  that  there  la  a  dls. 
tinctlon  between  good  and  evil.  Where- 
in the  dUIerenca  exiats  Is  a  matter  for 
dlM-uaston  if  it  la  thought  worth  while 
to  UlscUas  it.  We  do  not  say  it  Is  njt 
Worth  while:  all  we  aay  ia  tiiat  becauae 
one  act  of  teacbera  holda  ono  view,  an- 
other another  and  ao  on.  It  Is  absurd  to 
aay  that  tho  difference  does  not  exist. 
One  set  of  Mclentlllo  men  liKllncM  to  one 
theory  In  regard  to  light  and  another  to 
another,  but  no  onu  on  that  account  r>- 
fuaea  to  open  hia  eyas  and  ace  tho  aua- 
atoine.

One  of  the  most  uaeful  military  or- 
ganiaatlona  in  the  city  Is  what  in  known 
aa  the  Victoria  Volunteer  Reserve,  of 
whose  record  we  had  an  account  yes- 
terday morning.  Thla  is  |he  outgrowth 
of  a  movement  In  whR'h  fifteen  young 
fellows  took  part  with  tha  Intention  of 
forming  a  signalling  corps.  Ijuter, 
when  the  membership  of  tills  group 
waa  reduced  very  much  by  eniistmenta, 
Lt.-Col.  Prior,  Capt.  W.  U.  I^ngley  and 
Capt.  Boggs  took  up  tiio  formation  of  a 
Volunteer  Reserve.  In  all  482  men  have 
Joined  the  corpa,  and  of  tl^esc  some  60 
have  volunteered  for  overseas  service. 
The  membera  of  the  Reserve  give  their 
tiflie  gratuitously,  tlielr.  object  being  by 
drilling  two  nights  weeltly  to  flt  them- 
selves for  service  if  tliey  are  called 
upon  to  render  It.  While  it  ia 
unlikely  that  there  may  ever  l.e 
a  reason  for  thwso  men  to  act 
ill  defence  ..f  their  homo.i,  thei.e 
is  no  certainty  on  thi.-J  point,  aa.l 
every  person  ought  to  flt  himself  for 
this  duty.  Young  men,  who  for  ono 
reason   or   another    arp.    ..nahi»    ^, tba^ 


present  time  to  offer  themselves  for 
overseas  servlie,  ought  to  qualify  tliem- 
selvea  in  tho  elementary  drill.  I'ossi- 
Wy  they  may  have  to  disregard  the  tics 
that  now  keep  them  at  home,  and  they 
will  be  all  tho  better  for  tho  Instruc 
tion  they  will  receive  In  the  Reser^  c. 
Older  men  will  not  only  derive  advan- 
tage from  being  aasoclated  with  tho 
corps,  but  their  example  will  do  much 
good.  Wc  strongly  recommend  every 
man,  who  for  ono  reason  or  another  ia 
unable  to  ^erve  overseas,  to  Join  the 
Victoria  Volunteer  Rewrve.

Wc  are  never  disposed  to  ridicule  tho 
enemy,  but  rather  to  endeavor  to  un- 
derstand him.  Some  reference  made  by 
The  London  Morning  j'osL  to  a  "Keet- 
buch-  issued  for  "Catholic  soldiers'  li, 
Germany  casts  a  useful  sidelight  upon 
the  attitude  of  the  common  people  in 
tiiat  country,  a  {«  .attributed  to  a  rec- 
tor, and  is  said  to  have  bc«?n  Wblished 
"by  the  authority  of  the  Church."  jt 
Is  Intended  to  •ClU  the  «oul  with  a 
festival  feeling.-,  jn  t,,,,  ^ook.  German 
and  Austrian  soldiers  .re  exhorted  to 
be  brave  and  steadfaat.  and  it  contrails 
them  with  the  "hireling-  troop«  of  the 
Allies,  Who,  however,  it  ackpowIedKe« 
nrc  fighting  bravely.  Jt  uswrts  that 
••war  service  is  Ood's  service."  To  add 
to  tho  strength  of  Ita  appeals,  in  uddi- 
lion  to  the  statement  that  the  book  is 
published  with  the  authority  of  the 
Church,  It  bears  u|>on  its  cover  a  por- 
trait of  the  Pope,  togctlier  with  those 
of  the  Qerman  and  Austrian  KmpcrorH. 
It  Is  alleged.fl'^'*''*'*'**"*  ">"  position  of  the  German 
Kaiser,  the  book  declares  that  he  is  a 
••consolation"  to  air  Germans,  and  tlien 
goes  on  to  assert  that,  it  wa.-s  the 
enemies  of  Qermony  who  broke  the 
Pfttce.  To  this  foUofrs  a  summary  of 
the  I'apal  encyclical  on  peace,  and  ex- 
tracts from  some  sermont«,  the  evident 
Inlentlon  of  tl)e  writer  being  to  con- 
vey the  impression  tliat  the  Pope  fa- 
vors the  German  cause. 

The  book  closes  with  a  diary  of  tho 
war,  from  which  everything  is  omitt.d 
that  suggests  anything  except  victory 
for  tho  Teutonic  allie«.  The  only  ad- 
mlBSlona  of  loss  are  that  of  the  Kmden 
and  those  of  one  or  two  submarines. 
The  destruction  of  Admiral  Craddocks 
squadron  is  told,  but  the  loss  of  th<. 
German  ahlps  which  fought  With  Ad- 
miral Sturdcc's  squadron  Is  not  inen- 
tloncd.  "Atrocities  by  tho  Belgian 
populace"  forma  the  subject  of  an  en- 
try, but  not  a  word  is  uaid  of  the  xack- 
ing  of  Lou  vain,  over  which  the  Kaistcr 
daM  his  heart   bled. 

We  may  treat  aH  tj>lB  with  a  sneer, 
bur  we  ought  npl<to  forget  that  it  i« 
upon  auch  provender  aj<  thin  that  pub- 
lic opinion  in  Germany  in  fed.  It  wouli 
bj  the  greatest  mistake  possible  to  sup- 
pose that  the  German  people  are  not 
convinced  of  the  righteousness  of  their 
cause,  or  that  they  do  not  belWvc  that 
CA  try  where  on  land  and  sea  success  has 
attended  their  arms.  If  titey  knew  the 
truth.  If  they  knew  of  the  defeatn 
which  their  armlea  have  met.  if  they 
rialiaed  the  growing  strength  of  the 
li^ntente  Powers,  if  tt»ey  knew  tli©  truth 
aboat  Belgium,  if  they  nndrrHtond  »iow 
completely  they  'are  hemmed  in  from 
the  rest  of  the  world,  they  would  then 
know  why  tho  conditions  of  life  in  their 
country  are  becoming  ao  hard;  they 
n-.lght  then  apprecUte  h^w  in  vain  have 
t>aen  their  aacriflc«f(4.  An  awakening 
will  come  soma  daj.  and  It  will  bo  a 
terrible  one  for  those  responsible  for 
the  poaition  in  which  Germany  will 
find   haraetf.

«7,O0O.OOO  people  show«  an  annual  aver- 
age record  for  ton  years  of  406,096,  and 
the  United  Kingdom  an  annual  average 
of  39,939  for  a  population  of  48,000,000. 
A  more  illuminating  aet  of  statistics 
can  hardly  be  imagined.  With  a  popu- 
lation only  3!)  per  cent  greater  than 
the  United  Kingdom,  Germany  Mhows 
more  than  1,000  per  cent  more  offences 
apuinst  morality,  and  thin  hold.-*  true  if 
wc  disregard   the  statistics  of  divorce.

Having  made  such  a  beautiful  muddle 
of  things  in  their  own  country,  it  is 
highly  becoming  for  the  German  press 
to  undertake  to  toll  the  people  of  the 
United  States  how  lo  manage  their 
own  affairs.

During  this  time  the 
bombardment  was  not  so  energetic,  and 
the  few  shells  which  were  fired  by  the 
(German  jguns  embedded  themselves  In 
the  earth  without  expIodlng.< 

Pte.  Fletcher  and  the  remainder  of 
bis  company  were  then  ordered  to  the 
front  line  trenches.  At  S  o'clock  on  the 
morning  of  May  20  the  18th  Battalion 
was  to  have  been  relieved  by  fresh 
troops.  The  supports  failed  to  arrive, 
however,  and  the  Canadians  were  given 
the .  command  to  storm  tha  German 
trenches.  The  charge  resulted  Ife  the 
capture  of  four  lines  of  Qerman 
trenches.  During  the  dash  to  the  ene- 
my's position  Pte.  Fletcher  and  seven 
other,  aoldiers  were  wounded  by  the 
explosion  of  a  single  shell.  Pte.  Fletch- 
er remained  where  ho  fell  for  three 
hours,  and  then  ventured  to  make  hjs 
way  back  to  the  dressing  station,  where 
he  was  subsequently  treated  and  sent 
on  to  Bethune.  Tho  hospital  at  that 
place  Was  shelled  by  German  artillery 
during  his  wUy  there  and  evcrythinfr 
was   removed. 

He  finally  reached  Knsrland.  where 
he  Was  In  hospital  until  September  20. 

He  is  a.  former  employee  of  the  Km- 
press  Hotel,  and  was  honored  with  an 
elaborate  reception  yesterday  afternoon 
by  his  colleagues.

The  scene  is  a  small .  section  of  the 
many  miles  of  trenches  "somewhere  in 
Prance,"  which  are  being  made  tq^'hol<l 
the  Germans  so  aireCtually  at  -fcay.  ■  A 
new  relief  of  soldiers  have  "takenover." 
The  evening  is  fairly  qutet  In  the  way 
of  active  bombardinent  —  occasional 
trench  mortara  and  the  shar»,  Jikrh^t 
machine-guns  being  the  only:  JDntuA)- 
Ing  elements.  I'^ares  are  sent  up  con* 
tinually  from  both  lines,  and  cast  weird 
shadows  over  the  surrounding  country. 
Suddenly  from  out  of  the  gloom  a  small 
shadowy  ofajeet  is  seen.  It  nears  the 
parapet  and,  with  a  deft  spring,  lands 
on  Its  crest.  The  sentry  clutches  his 
rifle,  but  only  for  an  Instant,  as  the 
intruder  is  only  a  commonplace  house- 
hold cat.  She  sits  up  on  top  of  the 
parapet  and  commences  to  wash  her 
face,  apparently  quite  indifferent  to  the 
danger  from  random  bullets  or  the 
deadly  aim  of  the  sniper  who  devotes 
his  attention  to  any  new  object  seen 
above  the  trench.  For  aome  minutes 
she  surveys  the  scene  from  her  vantage 
point.  The  shattered  form  buildings  in 
the  rear  doubtless  explain  the  reason 
of  her  wanderlust.

Particulars  of  the  death  of  Sergt 
John  T.  Marshall,  of  the  2nd  C.  M.  R.. 
are  contained  in  a  sympathetic  letter  re- 
ceived by  Mrs.  Marshall  from  Major 
W.  Bapty.  of  the  same  unit.  It  was 
written  on  October  7,  and  follows: 

"I  cannot  toll  you  how  .grieved  we  all 
are  to  have  lost  Thornton,  and  I  taice 
this,  my  first  opportunity  in  tha 
trenches,  to  write  full  ifarticuiara  of 
his  death,  as  nearly  ait  I  can. 

"We  came  into  this  section  of  the 
trenches  in  Belgium  on  Tuesday  night, 
after  a  trying  and  difficult  march  dur- 
ing which  time  the  sergeant-major  car- 
ried a  large  portion  of  the  men's  ra- 
tions, which  had  been  issued  at  the  last 
mdment  in  the  previous  camp  Just  be- 
fore leaving.  Jack  was  always  for  do- 
ing a  full  share  of  work,  and  more,  and 
getting  the  most  out  of  the  men,  all 
of  whom  loved  him  and  they  would  do 
anything  for  him. 

"After  coming  into  the  trenches,  he 
had  his  bed  close  to  me  in  a  little 
riugoi)t.  and  he  slept  (when  it  is  pos- 
sible to  ect  sleep  here)  alongside  of 
Sergt,  Steed,  and  relieved  me  of  con- 
siderable worry  in  looking  after  this 
portion  of   the   trench   and   the   men. 

"Testerday  he  was  quite  as  busy  as 
usual,  and  in  the  morning,  after  having 
been  tip  nearly  all  of  the  night  pre-, 
vlous,  he,  requested  permission  to  go 
out  witb'a  party  and  see  about  food 
coming  up  more  freely  and  also  to  get 
materials  wherewith  to  make  dugouts 
for  some  of  the  men  who  were  without 
shelters.  He  sent  back  tho  party  Just 
as  soon  as  possible,  but  on  account  of 
having  difficulty  In  Mecuriiig  many  sup- 
plies, delayed  himself  until  nearly  dark, 
so  (hat  he  was  alone  when  coming  up 
what  we  call  the  V,  and  O.  communi- 
cuting  trench.  He  was  found  there  by 
aome  of  the  men  of  the  Yorkshire  Regi- 
ment, who  notified  our  left  flank,  "B" 
S4uadroa  and  they,  in  turn,  notified 
me. 

"He  had  been  coming  up  what  was 
supposed  by  us  to  be  a  perfectly  safe 
piece  of  trench,  but  a  chance  Gorman 
bullet  struck  him  fair  in  the  cheHt  over 
the  heart,  and  he  must  have  died  al- 
most instantly — a  painless  death  from 
a  wouhd  received  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty  and  in  trying  to  help  others. 

"I  cannot  begin  to  express  what  a 
»;hock  it  was  for  me  when  I  learned 
about  It,  nor  shall  I  try,  because  I  feel 
that  I  have  lost  the  most  useful  man  In 
the  squadron  and  one  of  my  best 
friends. 

.  "In  action,  he  was  cool,  alert  to 
everything,  and  brave.  The  same  col- 
lected temperament  that  carried  him 
foremost  in  sports  made  him  foremost 
In    bravery 'and   as   a    soldier. 

"The  men  and  officers  all  Join  mo  In 
extending  to  you  our  deepest  sympathy 
In  your  loss. 

••Curiously  enough,  Tpr.  Marshall,  of 
this  squadron,  from  Kelowna,  was  mort- 
ally wounded  with  shrapnel  near  the 
aame  place  this  morning.  „„-— ^^ 

"The  men  are  absolutely  splendid  la 
their  work,  and  are  already  perfectly 
steady  under  fire.  We  expect  to  get 
out  of  here  tomorrow  night  for  a  short 
rest. 

"Tall    your   boy   that   his   father    was. 
one  of   the   best  ever,  and   that   he  has 
sustained    a    greater    loss    than    he    con 
ever  appreciate.

When  t^e  CaiM«4(«n  tlorernnient  tle- 
tidcd  'that  a  conval«accnt  home  ithotitil 
he  aeenred  on  the  PactHc  Coast  for  re- 
tunied  Moldfeni  It  waa  tiut  long  b^fure 
the  attractions  or  V'i^-torU  and  ItM  m- 
vlronn  were  given  connlderiltlmi.  With 
the  (nigKention  that  noiltbern  Vancouver 
Inland  might  offer  a  nuitahle  alte  for 
auch  an  InotUvtion.  cnnlo  Inveatigation, 
and  on  the  heelM  of  that  came  the  dta- 
covery  of  the  beautifully  nituAted  naval 
hoMpltal,  Kiiqulmalt  luirbor.  'fhose  re- 
Mponxlble  for  the  choice  went  no  -fur- 
ther. •  There  w«^  ten  beautifully  lo- 
cated and  partially  wooded  acrea,  front- 
ine— on  the  water,  protectea  from  the 
heavy  winda  of  the  ntralta.  and  expoaed 
to  practically  all  the  aun  of  the  aunni- 
cat  climate  of  Canada. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Louglieed.  preaident  of 
the  Military  Iloopltal  Commisnlon,  with 
Mr.  J.  8.  II.  Mataon.  the  Weittein  mem- 
ber of  that  body,  visited  the  grounds. 
They  diacunsed.  not  ao  .much  the  ad- 
visability of  selecting  them  for  the  use 
of  soldiers  in  need  of  attention,  be- 
cause to  see  was  to  be  convinced,  as 
what  waa  necessary  to  put  the  build- 
ings in  proper  shape  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  men.  It  was  found  tliat 
nothing  was  neeiled  but  renovation  and 
the  insUIlatlon  of  some  hcattng  facili- 
tiea  to  make  them"  ready  for  refurnish- 
ing.

remarkable  saving  to  the  country  In 
making  use  of  the  naval  hospital. 

Vraparlar  Wards 
■  This  week  there  will  be  wards  ready 
for  occapatlon  by  returned  convales- 
cents, and  the\  work  now  being  cxrrled 
on  is  proceeding  at  such  a  rate  that  It 
will  be  possible  to  open  the  home  late 
this  month,  when  Hon.  Senator  Loug- 
heed  will  come  to  Victoria  for  that 
purpose.  The  occasion-  win  be  made 
one  of  a  dignified  and  Impressive  cere- 
mony of  an  Impromptu  nature,  and  the 
public  will  be  Invited  to  participate  in  it. 
On  that  occasion  the  Lieutenant-Qov- 
ernor  and  Premier  will  be  present,  and 
the  invitation  to  the  public  of  Victoria 
Is  a  general  one.  As  the  people  of 
Vancouver  cannot  be  asked  to  attend 
fn  the  same  way.  It  Is  intended  that 
the  Mayor  and  one  of  the  aldermen  and 
two  representatives  of  the  various  so- 
cieties interested  In  such  work  shall  be 
Invited  to  come  over  as  the  guests  of 
the  commission,  which  will  provide  for 
their  transportation  and  entertainment 
while  here.

Men  while  inmates 
will  have  to  observe  certain  rulps  and 
hours,  these  being  drawn  up  with  a 
view  to  allowing  Ihem  every  proper 
freedom  consistent  wltli  the  necessities 
of  men  recovering  from  severe  injuries. 
The  staff  of  the  hospital  has  been 
chosen,  and  will  be  added  to  as  the 
number  of  patients  increases.  Mrs.  F. 
8.  Hussey,  widow  of  the  former  su^ 
perintendent  of  Provincial  police,  will 
act*  as  matron,  and  will  have  as  her 
HSHlHtant  Miss  Vera  Mason,  while  Miss 
Duffy   has   been  appointed  as  niirse. 

There  will  be  regular  hours  during 
which^  the  public  can  visit  the  men,  but 
as  it""Js  needful,  and  only  fair  Jo  the 
men.  that  crowds  of  the  merely-  mor- 
bid curious  should  not  be  permitted 
access  to  the  hospital,  it  is  being  ar- 
ranged that  cards  of  admission  must 
be  obtained.  Announcement  as  to 
these  will  be  made  later  on,  bnt  It  is 
likely  that  the  Issue  of  them  will  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Women's 
Canadian  Club,  the  Local  Council  of 
4Vomen  and  the  Chapters  of  the  1.  O. 
D.  E.,  with  fixed  regulations  aB,...ta  their 
Issue.  *  •♦^

"Much  of  the  large  wards  wfll  accom- 
modate comfortably  from  thlrty-llvc  to 
forty  beds,  tlic  store-house  will  be  fitted 
up  and  hcute<l,  and  will  take  thirty  more, 
and  in  ttic  old  officers'  building  there 
is  room  for  about  forty.  What  was  the 
isolation  hospital  lies  to  the  west  of  tlie 
(iuadrangle  .some  little  distan'.-e  and  near 
the  edge  of  the  cliff.  It  is  a  commodious 
building  of  wood,  and  in  It  can  be  placed 
without  crowding  twenty,.^bedH.  There 
is  thus  room  for  at  least  one  hundred 
and  seventy-Uve  men  in  the  buildings. 

"In  the  only  one  of  the  original  build- 
ings left  standing  there  can  be  accom- 
modated a  dozen  more-  Should  it  be 
necessary  to  provide  for  any  number 
over  two  hundred  there  will  be  no  diffi- 
culty. The  grounds  are  ample,  without 
trenching  on  the  freedom  of  the  inmates 
Of  tatorfortng  with  their  outlook  on  tho 


harbor,  for  the  erection  of  several  cot- 
tages of  a  temporary  type.  These  would 
be  of  timber,  substantial  bu;.  not  ex- 
pen.sive,  and  wiion  their  need  was  o\cr 
they  could  be  removed  without  having 
Infllpt^d  any  Injury  to  the  surroundings 
of    the' hospital. 

•'Adjoining  the  isolation  building  is  a 
very  complete  and  modern  steam  stcr- 
iliZMtion  jdant,  which  will  be  of  im- 
mense service  to  the  hospital  for  many 
purposes.  In  all  the  ward  buildings 
there  are  three  or  four  rooms  which 
will  be  available  for  smoking  and  read- 
ing rooms,  and  there  is  also  to  be  pro- 
viuion  by  which  a  mon  can  get  a  hot 
drink  at  night  If  he  feels  the  need  of, it. 
All  the  buildings  have  abundant  baths 
and  lavatories.  In  the  administration 
building  are  quarters  for  the  matron 
and  staff.  The  old  operating  room  will 
be  the  ofnce,  and  the  dispensary  will 
once  more  fill  the  uses  to  which  it  waa 
put    for  •  forty    years. 

*'The  dining  rooifi  will  be  sixty  by 
twenty  feet,  and  adjoining  it  la  the 
kitchen,  in  which  there  is  still  the  great 
steel  range  of  naval  pattern. 

"No  expense  Is  being  spared  within 
reason  in  the  renovation  of  the  hos- 
pital, but  that  does  not  meon  that 
money  is  being  wasted.  Value  for 
every  dollar  laid  oi»t  Is  being  InSi.sted 
upon,  and,  as  far  as  those  in  charge  of 
the  work  here  can  tell,  there  will  be 
no  war  profits  allowed  and  grounds  for 
after  crltieisni  left.  The  principle  Is 
that  nothing  is  too  good  for  the  mon 
who  have  suffered  for  their  country, 
and  their  fellow-Britons,  but  that  even 
that  is  no  excuse  for  bleeding  the  Ux- 
payers  who*  have  to  meet  a  heavy 
enough  bill  to  meet  as  it  is.  No  graft- 
ing or  war  scandals  are  to  n>ark  this 
portion  of  Conada'n  expenditure  on  the 
war.  •

"The  building  of  a  naval  hospital  at 
Ksqulmalt  was  the  beginning  of  the  na- 
val establlshmen'.  on  this  Coast,  and 
It  looks  as  If  the  alteration  in  its  char- 
acter after  sixty  years  would  be  the  be- 
alnning  of  a  great  soldiers'  home  for 
Canadian  troops.  flear-Admlral  Henry 
W.  Bruce,  writln:.  to  Governor  Douglas 
In  1855.  pointed  out  the  lack  of  hos|?ltal 
accommodation  here  which  was  felt  the 
year  before  when.  In  September,  some 
eighty  wounded  men  from  the  attack  on 
I'etropaiiloskI  during  the  war  with  Rus- 
.sla  had  to  be  taken  south  to  San  Fran- 
cisco  for   treatment. 

"."Ir  .lames  Douglas  had  three  build- 
ings erected  on  what  Is  now  known  as 
Uuntze  Head  for  a  naval  hospital,  and 
these  were  used  for  the  purpose,  but 
were  never  considered  as  other  than 
temporary.  On  of  these  buildings  Is 
now  the  ofllce  of  the  navy  yard,  and 
another  wa.s  the  residence  of  the  boat- 
swain on<l  carpenter  of  the  yard.  In 
the  early  port  of  l««2  the  work  of  the 
International  boundary  survey  by  the 
Royal  Engineers  was  terminated,  and 
the  buildings  at  i<klnner's  Cove,  which 
the  men  had  occupied  for  three  years, 
were  transf»Tre<l  to  the  navy  for  a  hos- 
pital, with  the  area  of  land  In  which 
they   Bt6od. 

••The  buildings  were  used  for  hospital 
purposes  until  t>ecember.  tMH.  when 
thfy  were  ordeied  to  b.-  closed,  and 
they  Were  nominally  closed  from  then 
until  February.  I«7t,  when  they  were 
rqpP'^ned  on  the  urgent  representations 
of  Adifilral  Karquhar  and  placed  upon  a 
permanent  basis.  It  so  remained  until 
the  withdrawal  of  the  royal  navy  In 
1!»05.  The  present  brick  buildings 
gradunlly  replaced  the  old  wooden 
structures,  of  which  only  one  remains, 
with  the  date  of  Its  erection,  11(9,  on 
Its  gable.  This  Mr.  Matson  is  having 
restored,  and  It  will  be  put  Into  eom- 
mtsslon    with    the   oth^r   buildings."

The  late  (TaiH.  Pinckney  was  born 
M  years  ago  ut  Yarmouth,  Nova  Scotia, 
and  frim  his  childhood  he  spent  his 
life  on  the  nea.  While  a  boy  hs 
worked  on  several  fishing  schooners 
plying  from  Yarmouth  and  gradually 
worked  his  way  up  until  he  became 
ntaster  of  one  of  the  large  Nova  Scotia 
deep  water  vessels.  Long  before  the 
Pelagic  Sealing  Treaty  put  an  end  to 
seal-hunting  on  the  Pribllof  Islands' 
and  elsewhere  In  North  Pacific  waters, 
and  when  the  sealers*  were  enjoying 
their  full  i>rtvileges,  Capt-  Ilnckney 
was  attracted  to  this  (^oaie.  He  was 
put  in  command  of  one  of  the 
schooners  owned  by  the  Victoria  Seal- 
ing Company  and  for  several  years 
made  successful  expeditions,  being  in 
charge  of  «evei;al  vessels  at  different 
times. 

He  later  entered  the  employ  ot  the 
C.  P.  R.  and  acted  as  mate  for  a  Short 
time  on  ono  of  the  ferry  steamers, 
later  being  put  in  charge  of  steamers 
when  laid  up  at  Ksqulmalt.  His  last 
charge  was  the  Princess  Royal.  While 
with  the  C.P  R.  1^  was  regarded  as  one 
of  its  most  dependable  employees  and 
was  always  greatly  respected  by  those 
who   worked   with   him.

an  last  May.  And  In  view  of  the  fact 
that,  five  months  earlier,  our  Ally  had 
purchaaed*  her  victory  over  the  Aua- 
trlantt-at  a  cost  of  100.000  lives,  this 
was  certainly  no  mean  Vj.oa8t.  Even  at 
that  Incredibly  early  date  Serbia,  after 
having  been  in  the  Interval  ravaged 
by  pestilence  and  disease  and  riddled 
by  shot  and  shtli,  wa«>  once  more  back 
at  her  old  fightlne  strength,  with  h>» 
forces  completely  reorganized  and  bel- 
ter equipped  than  ever  before!  Since 
that  time,  too.  ammunitlon-maklng  ha« 
been  proceeding  apace.  If  Serbia  with 
her  army  of  400.000  was  ready  to 
strike  In  May.  we  may  be  quite  sure 
she  la  more  than  ever  ready  to  strlk* 
today. 

There  has  been  something  Impressive 
and  grand  In  the  picture  of  these  stout- 
hearted men  of  Serbia,  massed  round 
the  little  nation's  borders — waiting,  al- 
ways waiting.  For  several  hours  near- 
ly ever>'  day  during  the  liast  ten 
months  many  a  Serbian  "Tommy  At- 
kins" has  known  what  it  is  to  stand 
rigidly  on  guard,  glued  like  a,n  auto- 
maton to  his  post,  his  face  stolidly 
inscrutable,  but  his  heart  yearningly 
aflame  to  be  once  more  u]»  and  doing. 
•I'm  dead  sick  of  having  to  wait,"  a 
private  told  me  when  I  talked  with 
him  while  off  duty  through  an  inter- 
preter who,  having  lived  In  America, 
was  able  to  translate  .very  racily.  "If 
only  wo  could  have  another  whack  at 
•em!  I'm  Just  longing  for  the  war 
to  end.  You  aoe,  I  haven't  seen  my 
wife  and  children  for  three  years.  My 
home  la  so  far  away,  and  we  have  been 
so  everlastingly  fighting,  or  expecting 
to  flght,  that  I  have  never  had  a 
chance  to  go  back." 

And  If  this  has  been  the  lot  of  some 
of  Serbia's  first-line  soldiers  slill  In 
their  prime,  what  of  those  veterans  of 
the  third  and  fourth  lines  who-  are  to 
be  found  guarding  the  remoter  places 
less  liable  to  attack?  These  grizsled 
warriors  are  generally  cheerful.  Yet, 
for  Ihem  also,  life  holds  more  than  its 
fair  share  of  Irony.  "Of  course  I'm 
only  scrap-iron — too  old  for  the  firing- 
line,"  one  of  them  lately  confessed  to 
mc.  •'I'm  arty  and  I've  been  In  the 
army  thirty-three  years.  In  Serbia,  you 
know,  we  start  serving  at  seventeen 
and  finish  at  llfty-flve."  .  .  .  "Then  in 
unothtr  live  yearn  you  will  be  free?' 
I  ventured  encouragingly.  .  ...  "Yes, 
in  another  Hve  j  ears  I  shall  be  free 
an  right,"  he  replied  bitterly.  "But 
please  don't  (orfiet,  "vlr,  1  shall  also  bQ 
llfty-flve!' 

But  not  for  nothing  has  the  Serb 
been  called  'the  IrlKiiman  of  tbe  Bal- 
kans." ilis  temperament  is  mercurial, 
and  these  moments  of  depression  soon 
slip  away.  —Although  oecartonaiHy-  Mii- 
courage4,  11%  W  s<ld«fn  werltfnaiy  down- 
cast. Dinicultles  never  daunt  him.  In- 
stead Ihcy  Are  his  blood.  "If  only  we 
could  have  another  whack  at  'em!" 
That  la  the  spirit  In  which  he  goes 
forth  to  meet  and  beat  his  foes.  To 
him  the  thought  that  Serbia  should 
be  vanquished  la  simply  unthinkable. 
For  with  hini  his  country  ranks  as  god. 
Patriotism,  an  all-consuming  love  of 
the  land  of  his  forefathers  is  practi- 
cally the  only  rellglen  he  knows  and 
understands.  Provided  he  liolds  fast 
to  his  faith  In  the  salvation  of  Serbia 
he  feels  till  will  lie  well.  .  .  .  This  is 
the  firm  belief  of  every  Serbian  peas- 
ant— and  maybe — who  knows? — it  is  be- 
cause perhaps  ho  clings  to  It  so  ten- 
aciously that  he  Aghts  so  valiantly  and 
well

'Victory  la  not  won  by  shining  arms. 
but  by  brave  hearts,"' runs  the  Serbian 
"Tommy's"  guiding  maxim.  And  in  his 
case.  It  Ik  literally  true.  When  you 
relleci  that  many  of  the  Serbian  offlcera 
contrive  to  cut  quite  a  formliable  daali 
on  £70  a  .}'ear.  It  follows  titat  the  uni- 
forms of  the  men  In  the  ranks  ara  not 
exactly  glittering.  The  only  allowance 
they  get  is  a  very  few  dinars  a  month, 
together  with  a  loaf  of  bread  and  a 
round  of  ammunition  a  day.  And  un- 
less thay  are  first-line  soldiers  they 
Itgbt  In  their  r>easant  dress.  .\b  a  rule 
the  peasants  have  only  two  suits  of 
clotbes — one  for  Winter  and  one  for 
Summer.  Each  is  flrmly  atltchod  on 
to  him.  according  to  season,  by  a  de- 
voted wife — so  rtrmly  that.  If  left  to 
himself,  he  pursues  the  line  of  the 
least  resistance/ and,  such  Is  his  pagan 
taata  for  filth,  changes  his  clothes  only 
twtc>4  a  year! 

All  honor.  (hen.  to  the  poverty- 
stricken  men  who  fight  under  such  tor- 
rlbte  condltlotis.  The  homes  from  which 
many  of  them  come  »«cm  too  wretched 
t«t  aght  for.  Tet  they  atill  go  on 
nghtlng — for  th«  iMfftcation  of  tbeir 
bolOTsd  Serbia,  for  Tlie  glory  of  tais 
one  ainglo  Idea.

During  the  month  of  October,  5,105 
cubic  yards  of  rock  was  blasted  and  ex- 
cavated, the  grand  totals  for  this  class 
or  work  being '26,288  cubic  yards. 

Since  Ih*  commencement  of  opera- 
tion, a  total  of  n6«,39«  tons  of  rubbls 
has  been  deposited  on  the  site  of  the 
two  piers.

It  is  understood, 
has,  for  the  past  ten  years,  been  used 
by  the  Pearson  interests  in  dredging 
I  oreratlons  In  connection  with  the  har- 
I  »-or  works  at  the  MexlcTan  »ort  of  Sa- 
lina Cruz.  The  vessel  Is  spoken  of  as 
thi-  creator  of  the  harbor  at  Salina 
Crux,  which  has  one  of  the  finest  har- 
bors on  the  Pacific  Coaat. 

The  dredge  was  sunk  a  few  months 
ago  during  a  heavy  sale  off  the  Mex-

Apparently  there  la  little  prospect  of 
the  resumption  -f  shipping  buaineaa  be- 
tween this  port  and  the  United  King- 
dom via  the  Panama  Canal  f.^r  some 
months  to  come.

"Modern  Belgium  is  divided  into  two 
parts:  economically,  farm  and  factory: 
geographically,  mountain  region  and 
plain;  linguistically,  French-speaking 
and  Dutch-spcaklng;  and,  racially,  Wal- 
ioonf*  and  Flemings.  In  other  WM'ds, 
draw  a  line  through  Brussels  and  be- 
tween the  cast  and  west  frontiers,  and 
all  north  oC  this  are  the  Flemings  with 
tlielr  Diitcli  language,  their  farm»  and 
gardens  and  their  seaports.  All  south  of 
this  line,  roughly  speaking,  are  French- 
speaklnc  Walloons,  whbse  country  is 
hilly  and  whose  industry  Is  mostly  that 
of  tha  Cactarjr,  furnace,  mine  or  manu- 
factures. These  people,  In  race,  are  of 
the  old  {iauH-»h   •>t%<ck. 

""Wallonia,'  which  Is  not  the  name 
of  any  province  but  the  region  of  the 
Walloons  (some  of  whom  live  In  North- 
ern France  on  what  was  once  aoll  of 
the  Belgian  provinces,  and  sopie  few  in 
the  modern  limits 'of  Germanyi.  waa 
not   militarily   defenslbia 

"When  in  l.'i<7  the  Duke  of  Alva  In- 
vaded the  Bclgte  provinces  with  hia 
mljhty  army  .  .,  .  they^ showed  Ihem- 
selves  willing  to  ehooee  conacicnce 
rather  thaMf'pelf  and  do  thelt  duty  ta 
Ood  rather  than  ta  retain  their  farms, 
factorlaa.  property  and  co'mfortabU 
hounes.  No  writer  pays  theie  refugeea, 
seeking  'freedom  to  worahip  Qod,'  a 
higher  and  a  more  clearly  expressed 
eompllnient.  In  thia  reaard,  than  tha 
great  critic.  Buskin  Huet.  All  who  are 
familiar  with  hlatory  and  know  the 
facts  agree  In  like  praise  .  .  .  Rut  this 
we  know,  that  tha  Walloons  fled  by 
hundreds  of  thouaands  Into  the  Dutch 
republic,  where  they  were  welcomed 
and  kindly  received  and  helped  to  aalf- 
auppert.  .  .  .  Home  of  tbe  beat  regi- 
ments of  William  (he  Milent  were  made 
up  of  Walloon  soMlers.  In  the  r>iiirh 
republic,  thaae  refugeea.  among  tba 
flrat-fruRs  uf  the  Reformatlm>  .  .  . 
•cattarad  Into  various  parts  of  tbe  seven 
provinces  of  the  1'nlted  Netherlands.  In 
the  t>utch  tawns  and  cities  no  fewer 
than  elghty-alght  Wallaon  churcbsa 
were  formed.

Reprinted  on  this  page  i$  the  story  o7  a  non-commissioned  officer  of  a  machine  gun  section,  giving  his  picture  of  the  sanguinary  struggle  in  the  trenches -surrounding  the  village  of  Loos  on  September 
25.  A  writer  in  The  Weekly  Dispatch  describes  the  scene  in  these  words:  "It  has  been  350  yards  to  the  first  line  of  trenches;  it  is  200  yards  to  the  support  trenches.  Between  the  two,  those  of 
the  enemy  who  have  escaped  over  the  parapet  are  seen  to  be  running  as  fast  as  their  legs  can  carry  them,  hotly  pursued  by  the  oncoming  British  troops.  'Faster,  boys!  Give  them  hell!'  cries  out 
tha  commander  of  a  Scottish  regiment.  A  giant  of  a  German  is  noticed  to  take  deliberate  aim,  and  the  gallant  officer  falls  back  with  a  bullet  through  his  head,  at  which  iT)oment  for  the  second  time 
that  morning  the  bayonet  is  beginning  to  do  its  short,  sharp,  deadly  work.  Lunge!  Pierce!  Parry!— every  time  the  bayonet  swings,  a  victim.  The  guns  Have  done  well.  They  have  torn  huge 
gaps  in  the  wire;  they  have  made  a  debris  of  the  sides  of  the  trenches.  The  enemy  has  no  more  heart  for  fighting  than  the  men  in  the  front  trench.  The  bombardmept  has  dazed  him.  Burly 
fellows,  who  look  from  their  size  to  be  able  to  eat  ten  of  the  little  lads  at  grips  with  them,  shake  as  with  the  ague.  Again  there  are  the  pitiful  pleas  to  be  spared;  again  the  good-will  ofTerings  of 
money,  tobacco,  pipes,  and  revolvers;  again  the  familiar  cry,  'Mercy,  kamerad,  I  have  five  children.'     A  huge  haul  of  prisoners  is  the  result;-those   who  resist  are  bayoneted,   those   who  escape   rush 

frantically  back  to  the  next  line  of  trenches." 


Instant  about  eight  large  German 
ahetis  landed  in  It  and  all  round  it. 
The  air  waa  filled  with  bits  of  nhell 
and  brick,  and  It  was  thnn  that  I 
really  ^ave  up  hope  of  getting  out  of 
It  again.  We  waited  then,  but  still 
we  couldn't  find  the  rest  of  the  section, 
and  all  the  time  we  expected  the  shells 
to  wipe  us  out.  The  rooms  of  the 
shattered  houseit  were  filled  with  Qer- 
inan  dead,  and  the  din  of  shrapnel  and 
Whistling  high  explosives  was  unend- 
ing. At  last  We  saw  the  other  gun 
taama,  and  wa  ran  tha  gauntlet  back 
t»  theow     Agatn>  wa  4uf .  poaitlons  and 


mounted  guns.  We'  had  no  food  or 
drink  all  thts  time,  and  wo  were  very 
nearly  "whacked."  I  forgot  to  men- 
tion that  we  had  l>een  gassed  in  the 
Old  Oerman  front  line,  but  we  soon  got 
over  the  effect  of  that,  and  It  only 
added  to  our  discomfort.  Three  times 
In  that  next  trench  we  shifted,  and 
each  time  more  hard  work,  more  nar- 
row escapes,  and   no   food   or  sleep. 

Encouraging  reports  came  In  about 
our  fellows  in  front,  and  we  expected 
to  go  up  to  the  first  line  any  minute, 
berman  prisoners  kept  streaming  in, 
and  the  dead  they  lost  must  have  been 


a  colossal  number.  Alt  that  night  ar- 
tillery were  bringing  In  captured  Ger- 
man guns,  while  ours  roared  alt  round, 
'fhe  Uennans  were  completely  taken 
by  surprise,  and  were  absolutely 
•windy." 

Next  day  the  Germans  started  shell- 
ing I^oos  Hystematicatly,  and  a  good 
number  of  their  huge  coat-boxes  JUMt 
missed  our  trenches,  so  we  breathed 
again.  We  were  absolutely  "whacked" 
and  we  started  looking  for  food.  We 
got  a  good  liaul  out  of  dead  German 
packs,  and  we  got  a  little  water  and 
felt    a    bit    more    like      human      beings 


again.  The  dead  were  being  collected 
in  heaps,  and  the  dead  mules  were  be- 
ing burled.  I  l-.iive  never  seen  such 
Nights.  There  Were  cellars  which  our 
shells  had  gone  clean  through,  killing 
all    the   uccupanta.   dcuO.   men    killed    by 

•  our  bombers  and  cut  about  most  hor- 
ribly.  If  we  hadn't  been  so  busy  we 
might  have  felt  s<iueaailsh,  but  there 
was  no   time   for   thai.

The   following  day   we  sat  and   liter- 
ally   dodged    shells    and    bullets.      Then 
the    grandest    scene    that    I    have    ever 

'seen   in  my  life  .occurred.     The  Guards 


advancing  in  artillery  formation  over 
about  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  com- 
pletely In  the  open.  In  broad  daylight. 
At  laat  tlio  Uenmans  got  news  of  It, 
and  the  shells  they  sent  over  come  In 
a  stream.  The  whistles  and  exploaions 
were  incessant,  and  the  air  must  have 
been  black  with  flying  shells  If  they 
had  been  visible  jthrough  the  thick 
smoke.  Only  half  a  dozen  were  touch- 
ed. How  we  cheered  them  when  they 
slowly  and  in  perfect  order  crossed 
over  us  and  passed  on!  They  were 
the  grand  fellows  who  were  In  reserve 
to    us   at   GIvenchy,   and   now    we  ware

The  Rugby  season  was  forntally  in* 
augurated  in  Victoria  yesterday  when 
Captain  Graham  kicked  off  tor  the 
Western  Scots  against  the  aoratcta  team 
brought  against  them  by  Lieut.  Matt 
Scott.  The  civilians  won  by  14  points 
to  t. 

Tba  game  proved  to  be  by  no  maana 
uninteresting,  and  for  the  ffrst  match 
of  the  acason  the  play  waa  good.  Tha 
Scots  had  a  strong  combination  of 
heavyweights  against  the  Civilians,,  in- 
clodlng  several  well  known  exponents 
of  the  game,  and  they  played  hard  foot- 
ball throughout.

"We  are  happy  In  the  belief  that 
public  opinion  is  ripe  for  a  change,  but 
so  overlaid  with  the  enervating  gold 
dust  of  prosperity  have  our  businesa 
energies  become  tbat  nothing  less  than 
the  present  fiery  blast  could  free  them. 
Kven  now  the  individual  Is  wont  to 
confine  himself  to  deploring  his  own 
helplessness.  This  article  Is  written 
for   the   Individual    with   the   purpose  of 


showing  that  never  before  was  inertia 
more    reprehensible. 

"What  the  present  writer  hopes  to 
bring  home  Is  tha  power,  and  tlMrefore 
the  responsibility,  of  the  individual 
acting  as  such.

WHEN  WAR  IS  ENDED? 


One  of  Reuter's  war  correspondents 
at  the  Dardanelles,  wiio  was  Invifllded 
home,  bas  written  an  acccAint  of  his 
experiences.  He  waa  taken  to  a  clear- 
ing station  on  shore,  and  his  story 
continues: 

"I  would  like  ^o  pause  and  pay  trib- 
ute to  that  casualty  clearlni;  station 
as  a  marvel  of  what  devotion  and  re- 
source can  accomplish.  Under  the 
stress  of  war  It  had  been  forced  Into 
development  far  beyond  Its  designed 
role,  and  was  really  a  busy  little  field 
hospital.  Yet  Its  staff  had  never  been 
Increased  nor  Its  equipment  added  to. 
The  great  base  hospital  wanted  nearly 
all  tliat  came  along.  And  so  this  small 
outpost  of  salvation  did  Its  untiring 
best  upon  what  It  could  get,  achieving 
so  very  much  upon  so  very  little  to 
work  with.  The  lieutenant-colonel  In 
charge  had,  at  his  own  expense,  pro- 
vided trestles  to  convert  stretchers 
Into  regular  camp  beds,  and  mosquito 
curtalas^b  keep  out  the  swarming  flies. 

The  IPtle  Roy,!  Army  Medical  Corps 
mess  went  short  of  ail  but  the  barest 
rations  to  swell  the  slender  supplies 
of  mcdicnl  comforts.  Let  It  not  be 
supposed  for  an*  Instant  that  I  am  sug- 
gesting any  reproach  of  organization. 
As  a  casualty  clearing  station  tho 
place  WHS  perfectly  adequate.  But  the 
congestion  caused  by  the  Incessant  fur- 
ious fighting  prevented  the  clearing 
from  being  promptly  airried  out,  and 
many  of  the  sick  and  wounded  who 
should  have  merely  passed  through 
were    obliged    to    remain. 

There  In  something  pathetic  abottt 
the  freemssonry  brej  of  tlic  SHFoeJ.i- 
lion  of  sick  nnd  wournlcd  men  In  hos- 
pital. The  cnm;iriiderle  of  stifforln^  In 
wartime  Is  immediate  and  profound. 
Tha  Oasnal'  ■otffoaat. 

I  am  tempt«?d  to  dwell  upon  any- 
thiuB  which  may  ?crve  as  a  legitimate 
eonifort  to  those  'at  home  who  have 
hoard  that  sons  or  brothers  or  sweet- 
hearts have  been  stricken  down,  and 
anxiously  wonder  how  they  may  be 
faring;  the  more  tempted  because  of 
the  many  rumors  which  have  gained 
currency  that  all  Is  not  well  with  our 
hospital  arrangements  In  th«  Darda- 
nelles. It  woiild  he  faithless  on  tn.v 
part  to  pretend  that,  say,  five  months 
ago  thN  misgiving  might  not  have 
been   Justified. 

1  cannot  draw  a  picture  of  perfec- 
tion. You  must  not  look  for  perfcc< 
tlon  In  the  worK^ng  of  any  human  or- 
ganization, particularly  under  the  ter- 
rible stresN  of  war.  Things  there  havo 
t>een  which  should  not  have  occurred, 
and  others  which  have  been  left  un- 
done.    But    the   lessons   are   never   lost,

I  made  one  la  a  little 
proceaalon  of  atretcher-boma  flgurea, 
and  .1  could  not  help  amillng  at  tke 
fact  that  the  unanimous  solicitude  dis- 
played even  by  men  with  volcea  of 
but  whlaper-weakness  waa  for  the  safa* 
ty  of  tho  baggage  which  bad  rolled 
on  ,  ahead  In  a  A.  8.  C.  .wagon.  An 
orderly  sergeant  aakad  my  name  and 
rank  aa  we  paaaed  out  of  tue  hospital 
liounda  with  aboift  as  much  exprenalon 
in  hla  voice  aa  you  might  expect  from 
a  tallyman  checking  the  shipment  ;  of 
frozen  sheep.

The  dlatance  from  the  clearing  ata- 
tion  to  the  little  embarkation  Jetty 
skilfully  Improvised  by  the  Royal  Rn- 
glneera  waa  about  two-thirds  of  a  mile. 
Bafora  we  had  oovarad  half  the  dla- 
tance I  found  myaelf  wanting  to  apoto- 
glza  to  the  panting  men  who  carried 
me,  with  the  stretcher  banda  keeping 
up  a  squeaking  tension  upon  their 
shoulders,  and  was  positively  relieved 
When  they  let  me  doa-n  with  a  little 
bump  to  take  a  rest. 

When  presently  we  arrived  at  where 
the  water  was  plashing  noisily  agal'ivst 
the  boulders  of  the  miniature  mole. 
I  "saw  that  somethlhir  unusual  was 
nstlr.  Soldlera  with  sloped  rifles  and 
fixed  bayonets  appeartjl  to  be  shoulder- 
ing around  some  central  spot,  narrow- 
ing the  sandy  road  to  a  track  throtigh 
w^hlch  It  was  only  possible  for  the 
stretchers    to   be   carried    In    single   flle. 

"Turkish  prisoners."  exclaimed  the 
doctor,  closing  In  to  my  side.  "Xearly 
here.  A  good  many  of  them  wounded, 
•I  oan^  see;  mere'  work  for  uai — What- 
a'  'Thank  God*  expression  they  all  seem 
to,  have  on  their  faces." 

Tbe  stretcher-oearers  pushed  on  past 
the  long,  tramping  ciflumn  and  set  me 
down  perMouely  near  to  the  edge  of 
the  loosely-built  pier.  .Alongside  a  low 
beamy  lighter  biunped  ponderously  In 
the  wash  of  the  surf,  half  her  Iron  in- 
terior already  covered  by  a  bandaged, 
crotiohlnr  freight  After  ,a  brief  pause 
r  was  again  lifted,  tilted  abruptly,  and 
deposited  alonslde  a  draggled  High- 
lander, who  never  onCe  opened  his  eyes 
and   occasionally   moaned    very   softly.

The  "eoiiatant  teal"  of  the  French 
rcalatancc  can  be  no  better  realised 
than  In  'a  review  of  the  recent  terrinc 
»frenaive  exerted  over  a  narrow  front  In 
the  Champasnc.  The  taklnc  of  Tahure 
and  the  breaching  of  the  exceedingly 
Mtrong  aecond  line  entrencUmenta  la  de- 
scribed by  a  Liondon  TImea  correapond- 
ent  in  the  following  graphic  dlapatch: 

It  la  now  poaaible  to  give  a  de- 
tailed deacrlptlon  of  the  confuaed  and 
rlcaperato  atruggle  In  Champagne  which 
followed  the  triumphant  bound  In  ad- 
vanea  made  on  September  25  and  the 
nghting  .  on  the  two  eucceedlng  daya. 
That  lighting  had  carried  the  French 
right  up  to  the  German  second  line  for 
a  diatance  of  about  nine  miles  south  of 
Ht.  Souplet  and  Sorame-Py.  Weat  and 
c««t  of  this  section  the  Germane  w«ra 
flttll  holding  out  in  urribly  cut  >iP 
country,  which,  with  Its  deep-dug 
trenches,  subterranean  caverns,  and 
huge  mine  and  shell  craters,  resembled 
a  lunar  landscape. 

The  French  capture  of  the  Mam  de 
Maaslgea  and  their  advance  towarda 
Tahure.  while  It  threatened  the  village 
of  Tahure  and  the  ridge  behind  It,  alao 
menaced  the  Mesnil*  Ridge,  which  had 
been  tui-neid  into  a  regular  fortress 
"aSHenlT  .The  TrSiicB  pusTied  lip  Into  tlie 
"Kitchen  Oully."  so  called  because  |iere 
the  German  field  kitchens  had  been  ea- 
tabllahed,  and.  to  the  west  of  Meanll. 
got  lnt«  the  wooded  region  where,  In 
time  of  peace  and  before  the  last  terri- 
ble botnbardntent,  the  green  of  the  pine 
trecH  stood  Qui  clearly  from  the  chalk 
noil  in  definite  shapes,  which  have  given 
to  these  wooded  clumps  such  names  as 
"The  DM(g«r,"  "The  Ti^ent."  "Tooth 
Brush"  and  "Comb,".  Iiirthe  early  days 
of  this  month  there  was  heavy  fighting, 
the  enemy  counter-attacking  with  great 
determination  the  French  who  were  en- 
veloping the  Mesnil  KIdgc.  Kisewhere 
the  Ucrmans  bad  fallen  back  upon  their 
Kccond  line. 

VM««  ttUf  nl  9«f  enaa  Works 
An  attaoK  upon  a  first  line,  after  many 
montba  «f  stationary  warfare,  during 
which  the,  attacking  artillery  had  got 
the  exuet/ransea  of  every  point  along 
the  front,  and  all  the  eommunlcations 
behind  the  front  for  the  speedy  up- 
bringing of  supplies,  reserves  and  artil- 
lery have  been  brought  to  the  highest 
point  of  perfection,  is  a  very  different 
matter  from  an  assault  upon  the  itcond 
line.  The  secon(}  ponitlon  of  the  enemy 
upon  tlie  heights  to  the  south  of  the 
rtlver  Py  had  been  organized  throughout 
long  months  of  trench  fighting  with  the 
ntmuat  care.     Although  the  .poaltion.  na^ 
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Wbcre  the  freit  French  offensive  in  the  Chtmpagne  pierced  the  second 
line  of  the  German  defence   works. 


longer  conaists  of  li)trlcate  field  ;fortl- 
flcations,  with  maces  of  trenches  be- 
hind. ,  by  the  clever  use  of  the  hilly  na- 
ture of  the  country  and  by,the  scientific 
placing  of  machine-gun  and  artillery 
batteries  the  wbolf  of  the  line  had 
been  rendered  extraordinarily  strong. 
Ifttcb  of  Its  strength  was  due  to  the 
fact  thst  the  barbed  wire  entangle- 
BMBts,  treiMbsa  and  blockhouses  were 
eo'iistructed.  not  upon  the  crest  of  the 
heights  or  upon  the  slopes  facing  the 
French,  but  Just  at  the  back  of  the  sum- 
mit on  the  German  side  of  the  hills, 
where  effective  French  artillery  lire  is 
much   more  difficult.

Xevertheleas,  the  French,  by  the  end 
of  September,  had  managed  to  get  a 
footing  in  tills  powerful  second  Tlile^-TiT 
the  "Vtstul*"  trench,  and.  west  at  the 
Navarin  Farm,  between  the  Chevron 
tVood  and  the  "Lubeck"  trench.  Here, 
Indeed,  they  got  through  the  second 
line,  but  only  on  a  front  of  less  thdn 
600  yards,  snd  Into  this  narrow  gap  tha. 
enemy's  heavy  artillery  were  able  to 
pour  an  erfectivc  torrent  of  shells  so  as 
to  stem  further  French  progrless  and  to 
give  the  Germans  time  to  dig  t^mselves 
In  again.  The  French  followed  jthelr  ex- 
ample and  hastily  threw  up  tt\trench 
line  on  the  extreme  limit  of  their  ad- 
vance. In  these  hastily-constructed  posi- 
tions, and  exposed  at  certain  points  to 
enfilading  fire  from  carefully-organised 
German  works,  the  French  troops  had 
by  no  means  a  comfortable  time  of  It. 
They    were  Just   hanging   on. 

While  they  lay,  getting  deeper  and 
deeper  into  the  earth  with  their  trench- 
ing tools,  activity  was  transferred  to 
the  rear.  Artillery,  both  field  and  heavy 
guns,  was  moved  up  from  behind  across 
the  cut-up  country,  using  special  trench- 
bridges  and  telephonic  and  signal  com- 
munications with  the  batteries  in  their 
new  positions,  and  the  new  trench  line 
was  establlHhed.  The  weather  cleared 
up,  and  the  airplanes  were  able  to  get 
to  work  again  scouting  for  the  artil- 
lery, and,  on  O^ober  «._artlller;y.  prepar- 
ation  was' begun  upon  "the  next  points

It  was  no  longer  a  question  of  giving 
aVgi^nerar  assault  upon  the  whole  line, 
as  was  the  case  on  September  25.  The 
French  were  unsble.  cAt  their  new  line, 
to  organise  an  attack  with  the  detailed 
care  of  the  first  assault.  They  were  un- 
able to  collect  large  reserves  in  the 
shelters.  The  artillery  bad.  In  a  fe^ 
days,  to  attempt  to  get  the  ranges  with 
that  nicety  which  months  of  familiarity 
with  the  German  first  line  had  given  to 
their  shooting. 

VveMb  yosiUoB  mmenlS 

The  roads  were  practically  non-exist- 
ent, or  had  been  rapidly  and  roughly 
constructed  over  the  pitted  diatrict 
which  had  been  subjected  for  a  month 
tn  >  downpour  of  French  sheUs. — There , 


,were  no  communication  trenches  for  the 
relief  and  the  revictualllng  of  the  men 
with  (pod  and  ammunition.  In  addition 
to  all  these  "natural"  difficulttes.  the 
enemy,  of  course,  endeavoring  to  up- 
set the  arrangements  of  the  l-Vench, 
flooded  the  countryside  with  gas  shells. 
The  points  against  which  the  French- 
attack  was  directed  more  particularly, 
and  where  there  has  been  the  greatMt? 
success,  were  the  KIdge  of  Tahure^he 
village  of  that  name,  and  the  "Tooth 
Brush"  Wood.  In  the  other  section,  to 
the  east,  fighting  raged  around  the  Na- 
varin Farm.  It  was  on  these  points 
that  the  French  artillery  Are  waa  con- 
centrated. The  attack  upon  Tahure 
Ridge  started  from  th«  trenches  paral- 
lel to.  the  German  positions,  which  were 
dug  most  gallantly  under  the  enemy's 
fire  on  September  21  by  the  obstinate 
Normandy    Regiment. 

The  dash  of  the  Plcardy  Division  on 
Tahure  Ridge  enormously  facilitated  the 
work  of  the  French  to  the  south  of  Ta- 
hure. The  whole  of  the  position  was 
carried  by  a  flank  attack  from  west, 
and  a  frontal  attack  south,  of  the  vil- 
lage. In  the  "Tooth  Brush"  Wood.  Hero 
between  the  first  trench  of  the  enemy 
and  the  village  of  Tahure — a  distance  of 
about  two  miles — the  Germans  had  no 
fewer  than  seven  parallel  lines  of 
trenches.  All  this  work  was  rendered 
practically  uaeless  by  the  success  of  the 
Pk-ardy  troops  in  getting  through  to 
Tahure  Ridge. 

nwrmuMB  Withdrew  rrem  Tahnre 

By  the  time  the  Frencli  guns  had  re- 
duced the  "Tooth  Brush"  Wood  to  a 
scraggy  heap  of  splinters,  the  reslst- 
snce  of  the  enemy  liud  practically  been 
overcome.  When  the  hsrdy  Northern- 
ers from  Brittany  and  the  Vendee 
swept  forward  to  the  German  lines  they 
found  them  furrowed  by  the  explosive 
shells  of  the  French  "7&'a."  Uttered 
with  dead,  and  occupied  by  men  who 
were  starving.  With  the  fall  of  the 
Ilidgo  and  the  "Tpoth  Brush"  Wood,  the 
position  of  the  German  defenders  of  the 
village  of  Tahure.  which  lies  in  a  sharp 
fold  of  the  ground  between  these  two 
heights,  became  impossible.  The  re- 
sistance which  had  been  prepared  there 
was  greater  than  that  which  was  of- 
fered, and  the  French  entered  the  vil- 
lage without  much  difficulty.  They 
found  a  few  soldiers  In  the  bomb-proof 
shelters  which  had  been  uunstructfd  N 
the  cellars  of  the  houses. 

According  to  one  of  the  prisoners,  the 
fury  of  the  French  bombardment  had 
created  a  panic  In  the  village,  many  uf 
whose  defenders  had  fled.  The  Kren«;h 
troops  swept  on  rapidly  to  about  SSl) 
yards  beyond  the  eastern  outskirts  of 
the    village. 

Although  the  enemy  has  not  y«5t  at- 
tempted any  general  counter-ofrensf^e  tp 
Uie-  French  In  Champagne,  his  , local 
counter-attacks  are  frequent  and  violent. 
Th*  position  of  Tahuri  was  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  Geriiwn  sf-cond  defence 
positions,  and  his  attempts  to  wrost  It 
fiV>m  thib  French  hsve  been  corresfiond- 
Ingly  vigorous.  Towsrd  S  o'clocit  on 
Friday  he  made  a  determined  effort  lo 
.retake  the  ridge  and  village,  pouring 
upon  both  positions  from  his  heavy  ar- 
tillery a  cloud  of  .S.4-ln.  and  S-ln.  isuf- 
focstlng  gas  shells.  For  20  mlhutes 
the  Tremtnelfewer.  so  graphl.aily  de- 
scribed by  German  correspondents,  was 
kept  up  with  these  heavy  sheUs.  A 
great  cloud  spotted  here  and  there  with 
black  and  white,  shrouded  the  whole 
position.  Yesterday  the  Germans  again 
attempted,  by  a  heavy  bombardment,  to 
disturb  the  French  organisation  of  their 
newly-won  stronghold,  and  prepared  an 
infantry  assault  which  melted  away  i>e- 
fore   the   Kpench* artillery   fire. 

Meet  Teterans  Vsow  mnaelaa  Vroat 

The  attack  around  the  Navarin  i-'srm 
was  effected  in  very  similsr  conditions 
with  similsr  ssceess.  To  the  north  of 
this  farm,  on  both  sides  of  the  Houaln- 
Comme-Py  road  and  running  perpendicu- 
larly to  that  road,  were,  en  .the  west, 
the  "Vandal"  trendh,  and,  on  the  east, 
the  trenches  of  "Kultur,"  which  cut 
through  the  pine  clumps.  These  lines 
were  held  by  men  belonging  to  the  tOth 
Corps,  brought  back  from  the  Russian 
front.  They  did  not  put  up  any  ver>- 
great  fight  when  the  French  troops 
^burst  upon  them.  Tfie  earthworks  had 
suffered  severely  from  the  bombard- 
ment which  had  gone  on  througbout  the 
night  of  October  S-T.  Behind  the 
French  curtain  of  shells  in  the  valley 
ef  the  Py  had  prevented  them  from 
evacuating  their  wounded  and  from  get- 
ting any  suppllea  of  food  or  of  drink. 
On  the  eve  of  the  attack  they  bad  fin- 
ished the  last  of  their  "iron"  ratleoa. 
they  had  had  nothing  to  drirtk  for  four 
days,  and  they  had  tasted  for  the  first 
Ume  the  "shell  medicine"  they  had 
given  so  lavishly,  without  return,  te 
the  Russians.  They  were  flung  Into  the 
new  iMsltlons  eIm<Mrt  witbeut  a  ttrMth- 
Ing  space,  and  what  remained  of  the 
r«wiment— «M  moo  aa«  IS  erAoers— 
anrrendared. 

The  Moroc««n  troops  pushed  un  ahead 


end  aurprised  a  German  camp,  but  they 
were  aeon  held  Up  by  mitrellleuse  re- 
doubts hidden  In  a'  wood  snd  a  threat- 
ened Oemien  connter-attack.  and  fell 
back  with  some  prisoners  to  the  cat - 
tured  "Vandals"  trench,  where  they  con- 
■oltdatc^   their  advance. 

These  two  operations  rcfleci  the 
greatest  glory  upon  the  m«n  taking  port 
In  them  and  thoee  responsible  for  their 
planning.  Worn  the  disposition  of  the 
German  tiatterlea  It  la  clear  that  the 
enemy  hopes  to  ^ake  a  decisive  stand 
upon  the  second  Unc.  in  which  a  breaih 
has  been  naade  at  Tahure,  but  to  the 
heights  north  of  the  River  Py  he  Is 
busy  organising  a  whole  aeries  uf  points 
upon  which  to  withdrsw  in  the  event 
of  the  collapi^  of  what  has  now  become 
Ills  first  line.

Relief  Commission  Reports 
2,750,000  Being  Cared  for 
—Canada's  Gifts  Valued  at 
$2,000,000. 


Very  much  has  been  said  and  written 
about  the  plight  of  Belgium  since  that 
country  was  ravaged  by  war,  but  few. 
Indeed,  it  seems,  even  of  those  who 
have  so  liberally  subscribed  to  the  re- 
lief funds,  hsve  any  adequate  idea  of 
the  exact  conditions  which  prevail  In 
that  country   today. 

In  the  first  instance,  the  world  was 
deeply  moved  by  the  courage  and  for- 
titude of  the  Belgian  people  under  the 
trying  conditions  which  Iiad  befallen 
the  plucky  nation,  a  great  desire  to 
be  helpful  welled  Into  the  hearts  of 
the  public.  The  first  grave  crisis  was 
met  as  well  as  possible  under  the  con- 
ditions existant  at  the  time.  '  This  was 
accomplished  through  the  organisation 
of  a  neutral  society  under  the  name 
of   "The   Commission    for   the   Relief  of 


Belgium,"  or,  more  popularly  known  as 
the  "American  Commission." 

This  commission  was  organized  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Herbert  Hoo- 
ver, a  prominent  American  mining  en- 
gineer who  was  living  In  London,  and» 
In  a  very  few  weeks  became  an  insti- 
tution handling  millions  of  dollars' 
worth  of  food  each  month.  The  sup- 
plies were  sent  to  Rotterdam  where 
they  were  trans-shipped  to  canal  boats 
for  dispatch  into  Belgium.  .  As  soon 
ns  it  crossed  the  border  it  came  under 
the  protection  of  Mr.  Brand  Whltlock, 
the  American  Minister.  In  Brussels.  It 
remained  under  his  protection  until  con- 
sumed, though  the  matter  of  dlstribu- 
tlon  was  given  over  to  the  Belgian 
National  Society  of  Relief.  Without 
the  assistance  of  this  capable  organi- 
sation the  work  of  the  Americans 
would  have  been  very  difficult  and  much 
less  effective.  It  had  the  organization, 
snd  the  Commission  had  the  food.  Nei- 
ther could  do  well  without  the  otiier, 
but  together  they  were  capable  of  a 
wonderful   accomplishment.     ' 

A  recent  report  from  Mr.  Hoover 
states  that  2.760,000  persons  In  Bel- 
glum  are  now  recelvluK  assistance. 
That  the  country  Is  npt  entirely  pros- 
trated, but  la  doing  its  best  to  help 
Itself  is  attested  by  an  Anverlcnn  ob- 
server, Mr.  Arno  Dosch.  He  writes 
as    follows:  l 

"When  I  went  into  Belgium  after 
the  American  food  began  to  arrive,  I 
thought,  as  most  of  the  people  at  home 
probably  think,  that  Americans  were 
doing  whatever  was  done.  I  pictured 
Belgium  as  not  only  prostrate,  but 
helpless.  I  expected  to  jiee  whole 
stretches  of  country  uninhabited,  as 
they  were  after  the  first  sweeping 
movement  of  the  German  invasion.  But 
I  found  that  only  about  12  per  rent 
of  the  Belgians  had  enilurateil.  Tlin 
prominent  cltisens  rf  eonimunltles,  the 
usual  leaders  In  public  movem«fnts. 
were  all  there,  trying  to  «.nvc  their 
wreck  of  a  country  from  even  a  worse 
fate.  They  had  been  worklnn  on  the 
question  of  foOfl  from  the  very  begin- 
ning, and  for  nearly  four  months  had 
done  It  without  outside  assistatice.  They 
received  no  help  until  :t  became  a  cer- 
tainty Belgium  would  starve  if  left 
to  itself,  and  Mr.  Wbitlock  sent  bis 
appeal  to  the  Amcrlron  people.  Mean- 
while the  working  people  in  the  many 
manufacturing  r|i?;triet!«.  who  were 
never  more  than  a  week  or  so  from 
HiarvHtin'n  at  any  time,  had  to  be  frd 
and  the  Belgians  did  the  feeding." 
Xow  the  rood  \m  Handled. 

In  another  place  the  same  writer  de- 
scribes the  wonderful  system  of  dls- 
trtbutlon  of  the  food  in  the  folloirlng 
extract: 

"Not  to  maUo  ourselves  too  eonsplcu- 
ou«  we  went  on  foot  to  the  (Irst  ,K>lnt 
of  distribution.  At.  the  monir-nt  .  « 
wagon  was  being  baelced  up  to  the  enrb 
and  out  of  it  bin  kettles  full  of  steam'- 
Ing  soup  were  being  carried  Into  th.; 
huildlnR.  I  notlf-ed  that  most  of  the 
people  in  the  line  nnlffed  the  fragranee 
of  it  as  It  passed'  over  them.  The  ket- 
tles were  quickly  placed  at  half  a  dosen 
convenient  points  close  besij,.  bread 
bins,  and  the  doors  Immediately  oi>ened. 
On  both  sides  of  the  kettles  and  at 
the  bins  were  volunteer  helpers,  most- 
ly girls  and  yeurg  women  of  in«r«..  pr«»s- 
perous  families,  who  had  been  IrmR 
enough  at  their  tasks  to  be  quick  and 
snrr    ill    their    movements. 

"The  applicants,  each  csrrylnir  a 
pitcher,  came  In.  half  a  dosen  at  » 
time,  with  their  cards  In  their  hands, 
and  passed  through  what  Neenied..  (o 
n\r  at  first  a  mere  formality.  I^rh 
card  was  marked  to  sl)ow  the  "sale" 
had  f>eeii  made,  nnd  the  appearance  of 
that  particular  tnrd  Was  recorded.  It 
took  only  a  aecond  and  did  not  cause 
any  delay,  but  aside  from  the  nec^'s- 
sary  record.  It  had  nnother  piirpo'r. 
At  the  end  of  the  distrihutinn  the  re- 
cord showed  at  a  glance  who  Minonc 
the  regular  "purchasers"  had  not  en>ne. 
Within  «n  hoiir  the  niavur  of  the  dis- 
trict and  the  priest  of  the  parish  would 
be  at  the  home  to  find  out  wluit  was 
wrong. 

He  Air  Of  Hkmtitg  te  the  Wotk. 
"I  could  sec  thot  the  appHeenia 
swugbt  partKuilor.slrloi  a  friendly  re- 
lation in  each  case  had  already  sprung 
up.  and  were  always  made.  The  ptaee 
Qulry  were'  always  made.  The  place 
bad  none  of  the  atmosphere  the  phrase 
'soup-kitchen '  connotes.  .  It  had  a  cer- 
tain  eoeial  aspect,  and.  far  from  feel- 
ing paupeHsed  iy  the  taking,  the  ap. 
pMcants  enjoyed  the  democracy  of  u. 
No  ether  race,  not  even  tho  Fr»-neh. 
could  have  kept  the  air  of  charity  •« 
cnmpleieiy   ettt   of  It. 

'Thera  waa  a  certain  expedlUon  to 
the  serving  \  did  not  at  Jlrst  under- 
sund.  And.  ence  the  spplkants'  had 
their  iMtehers  filled  and  bread  In  band, 
they  did  net  waste  any  rtme  When  X 
asked.  I  learned  some  of  them  had  to 
go  eereral  btpchs  lo  get  heme,  and  the 
faiutly    was    sHtl«t '  arosnd    witb    wait-

ing  soup  bowls  hoping  to  get  their  meal 
while  it  wits  still  hot.  in  most  cases, 
I  fancy,  they  did. 

"About  four  thousand  people  were 
getting  their  food  from  this  point,  but 
it  was  all  over  within  the  hour.  Mean- 
while relays  of 'hot  caldrons  of  aoup 
kept  coming,  so  thoie  who  arrived  last 
were  Just  as  well  taken  care  Of  as 
those  at  the  head  of  the  line.  It  was 
figured  down  '  to  such  a  nicety  that 
there  were  not  fifty  portions  of  bread 
left,  and  about  an  equal  proportion  of 
souii.  The  Belgians  leave  no  margin 
for  waste."

Touching  on  the  fact  that  the  bur- 
den of  supplying  Belgium's  need  haa 
not  been  loft  wliolly  upon  the  Ameri- 
can ]>eople.  but  tliat  they  have  been 
given    and    must    continue    to    be    given 


oTi  the  co-operation  possible  from  the 
outside,  M.  Goor,  Belgian  Consul  Gen- 
eral for  Canada,  spoke  at  a  public 
meeting  In  Ottaw-a  recently  as  follows: 
"As  the  public  Is  aware,  all  goods 
destined  for  the  relief  of  the  needy  In 
Belgium,  whatever  their  origin  may  be, 
are  forwarded  to  their  destination 
through  the  channels  of  that  gigantic 
neutral  and  International  organisation 
called  "The  Commission  for  Relief  In 
Belgium,"  more  ."encrally  known  under' 
the  nsmo  of  "American  Commission." 
This  organization  supplies  the  means 
of  transportation,  and  enjoys  privileges 
from  the  belligerent  powers  which 
guarantee  the  safe  arrival  and  distribu- 
tions of  our  relief  goods.  In  certain 
quarters  the  Impression  prevails  that 
the  American  Commission  has  assumed 
the  whole  tasK  of  feeding  the  distressed 
ones  in  Belgium,  and  that  as  a  conse- 
quence the  co-operation  of  the  outside 
world  can  now  lie  dispensed  with.  Cn- 
turtunatcly  such  is  not  the  case.  The 
great  neighboring  republic  has  indeed 
performed/' wonders  in  solving  the  in- 
tricate problem  of  feeding  the  Belgian 
population,  and  its  generosity  towards 
us  has  reached  niarvellouM  proportions, 
but  the  work  of  thp  CoiiinilHslon  is  not 
depending  exclusively  upon  the  gifts 
of  the  American  citizens  as  evidenced 
by  the  Commission's  repeated  appeals 
tor  further  Msslstance  from  all  parts 
of  the  British  ICuiplre.  Whst  1  mean 
to  convey  to  you  is  not  so  much  a 
pressing  appeal,  to  which  I  must  con- 
fess 1  personally  feel  reluctant  after 
nil  that  you  have  already  done  for  my 
compatriots,  but  if  I  nisy  t>e  permitted 
1  simidy  wish  to  impress  our  Csnndlan 
l)ciicfHctors  that  any  further  gifts 
would  certainly  be  very  iniioh  wel- 
come. 

"Aceordiiig  to  a  recent  report  from 
Mr.  liert^ert  Hoover,  the  devoted  Am- 
erican citizen  and  ureal  philanthrope, 
who  assumed  the  duties  of  rlisirman 
of  the  Commission  for  relief  in  Bel- 
glum,  2,750,000  persons  in  Belgium  are 
now  .t>eing  assisted  in  some  mr&sure* 
by  the  Benevolent  Department  of  the 
Commission,  snd  from  another  reliable 
source  I  learn  that  the  number  of  our 
idle  laborers  alone  ^.mounts  at  present 
to  the  appalling  figure  of  700.000.  Mr. 
Herbert  Hoover'n  report  contains  the 
following      painful      statement:  'The 

growing  sihI  xl'xmiv  proi'lem  is  fme  of 
unemiWoyment.  for  month  by  iiiontb  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  Iniluslrial  mass 
of  over  ."1,500.000  people  fallK  further 
snd  Surther  Into  destitution.*  Mind 
you,  the  Belgians  are  doing  tlieir  very 
best  liv  assist  themselves  and  their  des- 
tituted Ijretliren.  Mr.  Hoover  tells  us 
that  'aside  from  1''<'al  charity,  about 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  cbarit.itile  re- 
sources of  tho  Commission  from  ahroa«I 
are  provided  by  Belgians  and  Belgian 
institutions,'  i^o  that  under  the  cir- 
cumstances no  fault  ran  reaaonably  li« 
found  with  tlicm.  " 

"80  far  the  relief  goods  (chiefly  food- 
stuffs) which  have  be»n  contributed  by 
this  great  Dominion  towards  this  vast 
philantbropir  work  nmonnt  In  value  to 
well  ov«r  |2.(»oo,00«.  TTte  last  earico 
supplied  through  the  Belgian  Belief 
I'Und  left  early  In  May  last.  HInce 
thst  lime  the  executive  rominiltee  of 
the  fund  has  re<eived  nearly  ItS.OSS 
and  according  to  my  information  at>o«t 
$10,090  more  are  availahlr.  with  the 
local  eomrnittees.  We  want  abnut  dou- 
ble the  amount  of  thes«>  figures  eom- 
btned  to  nil  nnnlber  ship  with  wheat, 
and  we  art'  aiixiouslv  awaiting  for  the 
time  when  o»r  rollerilons  will  enal>le 
us  to  forward  titis  next  ship  which 
will  be  our  sixth.  Although,  as  «  mat- 
ter of  course,  money  doen  no  bmger 
romf  In  ns  It  u^ed  to,  we  >lo  not  give 
up  the  hope  of  seHna  an  addlllnnsi 
relief  ship  l«»ad  leaie  these  short n  be- 
fore  long."

"The  wonderful  country  visited  be- 
tween Haaelton  and  Prince  Qeorge 
has  a  great  future  ahead  of  It  now 
that  transportation  haa  beeh  effected. 
It  is  a  big  country  with  a  big  futur*. 
and,  aa  ooon  as  times  Unprov*  and 
eonditions  right  themsolves,  a  big  for- 
ward movement  must  take  place.  The 
country  traversed  grows  magnificent 
crops  of  timothy,  oats  and  barley. 
Wheat  may  also  b*  grown  successful- 
ly If  ear*  Is  *x*rcis*d  in  getting  the 
seed  sown  as  early  aa  poaalble  mo  aa 
to  avoid,  damage  from  frosts.  Potatoes 
and  ^ther  vegetable  and  small  fruits 
do  very  well,  but  my  observations  lead 
me  to  the  ooncluaion  that  thia  part  of 
the  Province  la  not  adapted  for  grow- 
ing tre*  frulta  commercially.  Oertaln 
of  the  hardier  Tarleti*a  may  ba  grown 
all  right  for  homo  us*,  but  *v*ry  *f- 
fort  should  be  made  to  pr*v*nt  tbla 
country  being  advertised  by  any  In- 
terested parties  as  suitable  for  com- 
mercial tree-  fruit  growing.  It  Is,  par 
excellence,  a  atock  and  mlxod  fkralng 
country."

line,  far  wora*,  ladacd.  than  the  Lind- 
say-Viokar*  team,  who  went  from  Canada 
and  made  a  tour  of  England  aome  years 
later,  thus  showing  that,  aa  in  Australia. 
ao  In  Canada,  altbeugh  not  to  ao  g^«t 
aa  extent,  th*  good  old  gam*  of  cricket 
progreaasA 


being  now  pursued  with  regard  to  the 
natural  resources.  But  few  of  th* 
usual  luxuriant  fruits  common  to  th* 
tropica  are  cultivated  there,  except  plne- 
,  apples,  which  are  now  being  grown  ex- 
tenMively;  alao  frcali  vegelabloa,  ban- 
anas, oil  and  cocoanut  palms,  vanilla, 
cinnamon,  cocoa.  Rubber  and  teak  for- 
,C8ta  ar«  specially  encouraged.  In  ona 
,t;uiie  gold  has  been  found  among  the 
aands  of  a  certain  river;  but  it  will  be 
difltcult  to  work  aa  the  current  Is  very 
rapid  and  the  river  Is  liable  to  flood 
In  the  rainy  season.  The  natlvca  wer* 
found  in  some  plight  by  the  new  ad- 
miniatrator.  Col.  U.  A.  Pethebridg*.  C. 
M.  U.,  former  Australian  aecretary  for 
the  defense  department.  Industries  had 
been  hit  by  the  war,  and  the  sudden 
cliang'-  of  language  naturally  aomewhat 
complicated  matters.  The  authorities 
were  fared  with  numerous  difficultlea 
which  had  to  be  taken  aerlously  in 
hand  ana  it  was  soon  found  that  tb* 
admintatratlon  of  theae  kiew  posses- 
sions was  by  ,no  meana  a  light  task. 

The  natives,  hdNvcver,  are  Incllnod  to 
be  friendly,  though  shy,  and  are  qulU 
disposed  to  live  peaeoably  undar  Brit- 
ish rule.  I'resents  of  souvenir '  British 
tlags  were  very  welcome,  and  wer* 
eagerly  clamored  for  by  the  natives,' 
whose  natural  childlike  pleasure  over 
trifles  is  a  great  asset  In  dealing  with 
them  diplomatically.  The  administra- 
tor haa  peraonally  met  tbe  chiefs  on 
several  important  matters  closely  af- 
fecting them,  and  haa  had  them  ae- 
company  him  on  hia  tour  of  Inspection 
of  the  mlllury  posts,  and  so  on.  Qen- 
eral  aurveys.  Including  roada  works, 
Kkrbors.  the  control  of  th*  treaaury, 
native  pollee  and  native  labor,  all  eom* 
within  hIa  JurlsdIcUon.  and  are  direct- 
ed by  him.  The  Oerman  laws  and  r*g- 
ulatlons  are  now  balng  translated  by 
the  authority  of  tbe  new  Judge  and 
local  advlaer.  and  the  Work  of  admin- 
istration ia  already  on  an  orgnalsad 
foeUag.

Tbay  know  where  tha  rat-nina  are 
and  tba  tuaaooka  where  tha  mice  play. 
Thara  to  igood  raaa^n  for  believing  that 
tha  Oarman  army  had  ao  clearly  en- 
viaa«od  tba  aort  of  fighting  which  waa 
to  ba  expected  that  they  had  trained 
man  in  the  peculiar  art  of  what  one 
may  call  Jockeying  for  control  In  No 
Man'a  I^and.  At  any  rate  ainca  Winter 
thay  have  for  aome  time  employed  pat- 
rola  whoaa  aola  work  la  to  apeelaUse  In 
thia  form  of  lighting,  Juat  aa  they  have 
apactally  trained  baitallona  of  anipera. 
The  German  army  aa  a  whole  ahowa 
vaatly  leaa  well  than  oura.  Thb  reaaon 
ta  that  it  ia  not  trained  In  ahootlng 
because  here,  aa  In  every  other  depart- 
ment/ the  Job  la  given  over  to  a  groi^p 
of  apaolallata 

I  do  not  auggest  that  in  regard  to 
rifle  Arc  the  Qerman  method  ia  better 
or  worae  than  tha  Brltlah;  but  It  la 
uuita  certain  that  anipera  from  the  Ja- 
gar  battallona  are'  excellent,  and  that 
tha  night  patrola  Iiava  done  very  good 
aarrlea  baoauaa  they  have  remained 
mora  or  leaa  conatant  to  one  place,  not 
neceaaarlly  changlnc  with  the  change 
of  troopM,  and  because  thay  have  con- 
fined ttacmaalvaa  to  the  special  aort  of 
work.  Suob  apaelallslnir  peculiarly 
aulta.  tha  Oarman  character,  aa  doubt- 
leaa  It  does  not  suit  ours.  More  than 
this,  nwoh  of  the  work  in  No  Man'a 
Land  la  little  more  than  a  sort  of 
trtckary,  a  game  of  bluff,  a  kind  of 
flald  •poker.'     - 

Thanka  to  nature,  to  lonjj  prnctlcc, 
and  to  thoaa  Ah  Sin  davioea  which  en- 
able him  to  read  the  enemy's  cards,  the 
Uarraan  player  at  field  poker  ia  Very 
quick  to  ault  hia  game  to  his  company. 
H»  is  bolder  agalnat  any  enemy  who 
has  newly  arrlveil.  He  is  aware  of  the 
widely  different  methods  of  some  Eng- 
lish, Ootch  and  Canadian  troops.  There 
is '  *.  tala  that  some  Canadian  troops, 
buay  on  thIa  occasion  In  night  digging, 
triad  tha  historic  method  Of  Roraulua 
when  his  wall  waa  o'arleapt.  and  laid 
out  a  Qerman  patrol  with  spades  ana 
shovels.  Many  little .  dodKes  are  tried 
by  these  permanent  apeclallsta  on  any 
regiment  whloh  la  bald  to  be  lasler  or 
leaa  cunning  than  tba  ordinary. 

On  one  occaalon,  when  tha  interven- 
ing space  waa  left  quite  uncontrolled, 
tha  whole  Interval  waa  flooded  with 
petrol  and  paraffln,  •which  waa  present- 
ly llrad.  and  vary,  nafirly  led  to  the  los- 
ing of  tha  trench.  Jilrtgulattc  skill  is 
a  recognised  quallfleatlon  for  the  night 
patrol;  and  hare,  of  course,  the  Oer- 
mana  surpass  us,  though  perhaps  the 
knowledge  acquired  by  the  nlRht-tlme 
llatenera  la  not  verjr  sreAt.  Still,  It  la 
a  recognised  part  of  No  Man'a  Land 
tactics,  and  It  baa  a  great.

It  la  ur«ed  that  tbe 
organisation  of  thla  tralalaf  ahould  la 
future  H«  In  cloaer  connection  with 
and  adapted  to  tbe  industrial  develop- 
ment. The  appointment  of  an  employ- 
monl  oinoar  haa  baem  proposed,  to  tn- 
tafvtew  employers:  to  datannlno  the 
numbor  at  vacandaa,  and  to  heap 
restater  of  poaltfoo*  to  b«  filled  by 
tralaad  atodants:  also  to  aallat  tba 
sympathy  and  co-operation  of  thooe  In- 
teraatod   In   th«  system. 

Tha  Inspeotor  'of  teehaical  schools 
who  writes  the  report  racomnands  that 
boys  should  bo  admitted  Into  schools 
froa  the  aco  of  taralva  to  fiftoaa  yvara. 
Ha  advtaas  tiM  estahMahmeat  of  saah  a 
arhael  la  each  aoharb.  with  aaperl. 
•ocad  ■  and  expart  aeaohira.  oadar  the 
direction  of  oomo  oao  wall  acquainted 
with    Industrial    mndltions    and    expaa- 


ed  for  yoiinK'f  ixiys  with  a  mechanical 
bent.  The  tlma-hoaored  system  of  In- 
dustrial edui-at  ion— apprenticeship — has 
failed  In  one  or  two  renpeotn;  tha  lim- 
ftctl  tuimber  of  apprentices  admitted 
to  each  trade,  the  lack  of  theoretical 
or  special  practUal  instruction:  the 
fact  that  the  system  itself  In  fast  dls- 
appoarinff.

By  this 
means  they  arc*  not  always  able  to 
Specialize,  and  In  the  case  of  a  skilled 
trade  the  disadvantage  Is  very  areat, 
forclhg  a  great  many  Intelligent  hoys 
to  unskilled  labor,  when  they  are  per- 
haps   spocisUy    fitted    for    a    particular 


branch.  •  The  New  SSealand  Oovarnmont 
enforces  registration  .of  all  the  sanitary 
plumbers  in  the  Immlnlun.  as  Victoria 
does  with  engine  drivers  snd  mine 
managers..  A  teat  examination  to  be 
passed  by  all  akilled  .tradesmen  would 
improve  the  conditions  areatly.  The 
report  states  further  that  whilst  In- 
creasing the '  Indiislrlal  efficiency  by 
properly  tralntiur  the  tradesmen,  better 
work  might  be  done  yet  bf  daveloplng 
the  Industries  -themselves.

SCARCE  IN  BELGIUM 

The  AM'tardam  Sociallat  paper  Btt 
Volk  calla  attention  to  tha  soarolty  or 
wheat  In  Belgium.  Bread  la  to  bo  deaP 
and  acaroa,  It  aays.  Tha  maximum  ra-< 
tlon  has,  therefore,  been  fixed  at  35<I 
grammea,  which  Is  a  tota^r  IttsufflctentI 
quantity.  Many  people  would  find  1« 
aufflclent  in  tlmea  of  peace,  when  otbe^ 
articles  of  food  are  abundant  and  cheap* 
but  In  present  circumatanoea  it  naand 
that  many  people  go  hungry.  Thld 
provea  that  wa  are  not  In  any  way  ovor^ 
stating  the  oaaet^  when  we  declare  ttiat 
It  ia  urgent  that  further  meaaurea  ahould 
be  taken  to  aupport  tbla  unhappy  eoun<^ 
try.  We  have  heard  It  aald  that  acoorS- 
Ing  to  International  treaties  Qermany; 
ahould  be  the  one  to  care  for  tho  In* 
habitants  of  occupied  terrltorlea,  and 
that  any  food  sent  into  tha  country  tot 
the  uae  of  tbe  Belgluma  would  in  resile 
ty,  furnlah  aid  to  Germany  and  that  tbN 
would  not  be  compatibia  with  Dutch 
neutrality,  nor  could  It  ba  expected  of 
the  Rngllah.  Our  objactiop  to  this  optn< 
ion,  which  Is  correct  theoretloalirt  1* 
that  the  Belgian '  population  win  be  the 
one  toftnttw.  It  would  lltemlly  bq  d 
caae  of  aacrlflcinf  Belgium  ln%rder  thai 
Belgium  might  be  saved.  Happily  there 
are  alsns  that  this  opinion  doea  not  pre« 
vail  In  the  belligerent  countriea  nor  in 
the  country  which  at  preaent  rules  Bel* 
glom. 

It  Is  our  duty  to  bring  pressure  to 
bear  on  our  Oovemmant  to  obtain  d 
promise  that  full  conalderatlon  shall  •• 
given  to  the  welfare  of  tbe  Belgian  peo^ 
pis  In  the  matter  of  regulations  depU 
ing  with  exportation.  We  would  aisd 
express  the  hope  that  the  Brltlah  domoc< 
racy  will  Influenco  the  British  Oovern-^ 
ment  to  allow  of  tba  Importation  of 
food  into  Boldium  under  the  aacessary 
guarantoethat  It  shall  not  set  Into  tli4

.  "'^i — On  my  return  home  on  the  third 
Instant,  after  a  prolonged  absence,  the 
recent  proposition  to  change  the  nama 
of  Mt.  Robson  to  Mt.  Cavell  was  brought 
to  my  notice,  togethrr  with  the  discus- 
sion thereon  In  the  Victoria  dally  papers* 
As  a  citlsen  of  the  British  Empire, 
now  plunged  In  the  throes  of  a  bloody 
war  to  preserve  to  the  less  powerful 
states  of  the  world  their  lndepen<lence 
and  to  deliver  them  from  tyrannical  mili- 
tary oppr«>ssion.  I  feel  that  no-h««^or  is 
too  great  to  preserve  the  memory  of  the 
noble  woman  who  has  so  freely  given 
her  life  for  the  cause  of  humanity.  At 
the  aame  time  J  cannot  help  feeling  that 
such  a  tribute  can  he  psl<1  equally  well 
without  depriving  the  country  of  the 
hiatorical  monument  known  as  Ml.  Rob- 
son.

Sir, — Tn  your  issue  of  the  Snd  Instant, 
I  have  noticed  on  page  S  an  article  deal- 
ing with  the  origin  of  the  name  "Mt. 
Robson." 

In  1911  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  or- 
ganized an  expedition  Into  the  Rainbow 
Mountains,  of  which  Mt.  Robson  la  the 
central  highest  maasif.  As  leader  of  the 
expedition,  which  was  collaborated  with 
kty  a  biological  party  from  the  Smithson- 
ian Institution,  of  Washington,  I  mapped 
the  greater  part  of  the  area  now  com- 
prising the  Mt.  Robsop  Park.  In  the 
progress  of  the  work  I  carefully  obtained 
the  height  of  Mt.  Robson  above  sea  level 
by  trigonometric  observations,  using  the 
levels  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacldc  Rail- 
way aa  a  base.  The  height  waa  aacer- 
talned  to  be  1 3.0*8  feet 

Mt.  Robson  Is,  therefore,  tha  highest 
peak  of  the  Canadian  Rockies,  provided 
the  mountaina  of  the  Yukon  be  not  con- 
sidered as  part  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
system.  If  they  be  so  considered,  there 
are  hiprher  peaks,  for  Mt.  Logan  rises 
to  over  19,000  feet,  and  there  are  others 
considerably  above  IS.OOO  feet. 

When  preparing;  my  reports  for  tha 
Canadian  Alpine  Journal,  Vol.  IV.,  pub- 
lished In  1912,  I  made  considerable  ia- 
Quiry  into  the  origin  of  the  name.  The 
following  letter  from  Mr.  H.  J.  Moberly, 
the  well  known  Hudson's  Ray  Company'a 
factor,  appeared  "to  me  to  throw  most 
light  on  the  subJecL  vis.: 

"Macdowell,  31st  May,  1911. 
"A.  O.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  / 

"Dear  Sir. — Your  letter,  dated  Zlst 
Inst.,  1  reoelVed  a  day  or  two  ago,  and 
am  now  answering  it,  stating,  as  far  as 
r  have  always  heard,  the  origin  of  the 
name  given  to  Mt.  Robson. 

"Years  before  the  Hudson's  Bay  Co. 
and  the  Nor'West  Co.  joined  (1831 ),  It 
was  the  custom  of  the  Nor'- We.it  Co.  to 
outfit  a  party  for  a  two-yeara'  trfp. 
hunting  and  trading.  They  went  west 
and  north,  even  as  far  as  the  border  of 
California.  One  party  was  under  the 
charge  of  Peter  fl.  Ogden.  aome  two 
hundred  men.  chiefly  Iroquois  and 
French  Canadians.  Whan  wast  of  tba 
Rockies  he  scattered  his  hunters  in  dif- 
ferent parties  under  the  cha^rgc  of  a 
foreman,  to  hunt  for  the  season.  (.>ne 
of  his  camps,  under  th«  charge  of  a  man 
named  Robson,  was  somewhere  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  mountain,  and  It  Was  tba 
rallying  point  where  sll  other  partlea 
came  together  for  their  return  East.

Surely,  had  they  named  so  atrlking 
a  peak,  they  would  have  aaid  aomething 
to  that  effaot;  moreover,  their  use  of  the 
poBscssive  case,  "Robson's  peak,"  points 
to  previoua  ownership,  and  a  number  of 
other  names  tn  the  vicinity,  as,  for  ln> 
stance,  "Tete  Jaune  CfMhe."  ware  In  use 
before  the  advent  of  Milton  and  Chaadia; 
then,  why  not  Robson? 

It  Is  aaay  to  underatand  that  the  haad 
man  of  a  large  number  of  the  companya 
hunting  parties  would  be  a  "big  chief," 
and  that  his  name  would  be  conferred 
upon  the  big  mountain  of  the  vicinity, 
and  would 'be  so  handed  down.

But  all.  that  stretch  of  country 
throuEh  which  now  von  Hindenburs 
gropes  for  the  battle  which  eludes  blm' 
has  antiquity  for  a  Calient  character:

ilter.  dravclns  eastward  after  an  enemy 
that  strikes  and  vanishes. ,  have  carried 
him  at  last  into  a  land  from  which 
time  has  broken  back  like  a  wave. 
leavlnc  its  memorials  stranded  like 
jetMum  amontr  ,the  slums  and  ghettos 
of  the  little  polyglot  cities.  Wb«n.  In 
the  evening,  the. windows  of  the  shrine 
upon  the  city  wall  were -set  Qpen,  Vll- 
na'a  wonder-working  Madonna  glowed 
in  a  radiance  of  candje-flames  upon 
KOld;  her  face,  under  her  halo  of  jewels, 
was  turned  to  where  a  thousand  yards 
away,  the  pagan  altar  was  established 

Mrlhg  'a  tttk 
that  was  never  quenched  till  Wladis- 
laus  Jagelllo  brought  Christianity  to 
Vllna.   Ave   hundred   years  ago. 


Those  plodding  feet  have  laid  behind 
them  roads  that  I  can  remember — 
charinels  of  mud  cutting  acfuss  lands 
raw  and  Intractable  as  the  oca.  a  wo^ld 
lying      haggard      under    an    ashen    sky.

Neither  the  roofs 
of  villages  nor  tbe  smoka  rialag  from 
their  ehlmBeys  can  give  to  that  laad- 
•cape  tbe  aeemijiir  of  a  place  In  which 
men  are  at  home  aod  at  tbelr  caae.  Tbe 
swampa  shine  dully;  tbe  intervals  of 
aandy  waste  are  barren  and  forlorn; 
the  little  alM-upt  hills,  dad  with  dreary 
funeral  flra.  sUnd  bleakly  up  from  the 
cheerless  levels.  Even  when  tbe  vll- 
lagea  atood  secure,  with  their  popula- 
tion -  of  hard-bitten,  laconic  Uthuau- 
lans  travel  upon  those  roada  was  weary 
anouffh:  what  is  it  now,  when  the  vil- 
lages, one  and  all.  have  gone  up  in 
Oame,  and  there  ramatna  of  mankind 
not  so  much  as  a  voice  to  Ument 
among  the  ruins  nor  so  much  of  poor 
booty,  as  will  make  a  Qerman  glad? 

The  Ruaalane;  In  their  retirement,  re- 
culants  pour  mieux  sauter,  have  again 
employed  that  weapqn,  which  is  pecu- 
liarly theirs.^  of  sacrlttce  and  sclf-im- 
molatlon.  They  hare  left  for  the 
enemy  a  soil  pitiable  aa  a  stripped 
coiVae,  from  which  life  and  all  the 
apparatus  of  life  have  been  blotted  out, 
whole  governments  made  desolate  be- 
fore von  HIndenburs'B  .advance.  Save 
for  those  more  considerable  cities  and 
towns  whose  destruction  would  anni- 
hilate aomething  more  precious  than 
mere  shelter  for  German  troops  or 
names  to  make  play  with  when  vic- 
tories are  announced  In  Berlin,  they 
have  left  to  the  Invader  not  a  village 
nor  a  roof.  They  have  fallen  back,  al- 
ways in  good  order,  through  a  country 
set  likft  a  Htagc  for  a  grim  and  alg- 
niilcant  drama,  whose  decor  de  theatre 
was  tbe  reddened  smoke  canopy  that 
drifted  and,  spfead  on  the  horizon,  over 
roads  tumultuous  with  the  grievous 
throng  of  the  homeless  and   destitute. 

The  true  ,  measure,  of  that  devasta- 
tion is  to  be  taken  from  its  effect  upon 
Germany.  The  German — Belgium,  Po- 
land and  Northern  Prance  know  It  only 
too  well,  is  not  a  person  easily  slioclc- 
ed;  he  has  an  eye  that  adapts  Itself 
r Aadt  1 V '  tf,    th^   AtkrXt^m   ■>■■■ 

he  can  see  a  Prussian  •"military  neces 
slty"  through  the  darkest  smoke  that 
ever'  rose,  from  a  martyred  city;  but 
l<lthuanla  has  startled  and  scared  him 
The  war  correspondents  and  the  covey 
of  tame  neutral  observera  who  trot 
upon  Hindenburg'H  heels,  have  sent 
home  accounts. of  what  they  have  seen: 
unguarded,  rather  hysterical  accounts, 
which,   despite' the  censor,   still   convey 


aemetking  like  fear  of  that  great  brood- 
in*  spirit  arhleli.  ratlMr  tkaa  aoCar  tba 
Gannaji.  puta  Ite  taech  t*  lu  vwa 
tluucb  a«d  fltoa  froat  tu  awn  land. 
Letters  seat  keoaa  by'aoldlers.  of  Which 
a  few  are  publlahad  and  many  mere 
paaaad  round  from  band  to  band,  hava 
heightened  the  ganaral  uneasy  awa. 
"Tkla—"  (all  the  papara  aay  it  la  ef- 
fect, and  The  Wankfurter  Zaltimg  aaya 
It  eaplicltly)  "this.  If  it  wara  made 
suflclently  known,  would  turn  tbe 
world's  eyaa  from  what  took  place  In 
Belgium." 

"The  German  olllolal  deapatches  have 
esublished."  oonUnues  The  Frankfur- 
ter Zeltung.  "that  these  tactica  of  eva- 
cuation, transportation  and  Inccndlar- 
1am  were  abandoned  as  soon  am  the 
Russian  retreat,  having  pasaed  out  of 
PoUsli,  Lithuanian,  L,ettlsh  and  Ukraln  - 
lan  territory,  had  reached  actual  Rus- 
sian soil.  The  honor  of  aacrificlnf 
themselves  for  Russia,  with  wife  and 
child  and  house  and  poaaeasions,  waa 
willingly  left  to  tbe  'foreign  pdpula- 
tlons';  the  Russians  themaelves  were 
not  to  be  trusted." 

Ska  UMIa  ««wb  •t  OMta. 
Polea  and  Alsatians  can  witness  how 
accurately  thla  represents  the  German 
view  of  the  functions  of  aubject  peo- 
ples: as  regards  Russia  in  tbe  present 
campaign,  tbe  case  of  tbe  little  town 
of  Olita  may  serve  as  a  teatimony. 
Olita  is  a  small  place  on  the  branch 
line  which  llnka  up  Augustowo  and  Su- 
walkt  with  the  main  Petrograd-Warsaw 
line.  Since  Autumn  of  laat  year  It  has 
been  crowded  with  refugees  from  the 
looted  and  dragooned  town  of  Suwalki, 
whose  women  can  tell  of  the  Germans 
a  tale  that  would  alone  suffice  to  ex- 
plain tbe  night  of  the  people  of  West- 
ern Russia  before  their  new  advance. 
There  remains  now  of  Olita,  of  the 
houses  and  factories,  of  the  churches 
and  public  buildings — nothing:  there 
is,  where  Olita  stood,  save  for  frag- 
ments of  walls  rising  like  lamentable 
monuments,  with  blackened  debris 
heaped  between  them  and  the  wreck  of 
the  bridges  sloping  to  the  ash-hued 
waters  of  the  Xiemen,  no  token  that 
here,  a  few  weeks  ago,  was  a  crowded 
town,  tangled  with  life  and  affairs. 
Von     Hindenburg'8    mighty     self    could 
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It  happened  that  a  German  division, 
thrusting  forward  along  the  great 
chausaeH  to  the  south  of  Olita.  over 
took  a  string  of  belated  refugees  and 
captured  them.  They,  being  put  to  the 
question,  furnished  an  account  of  how 
Olita  was  destroyed,  which  was  later 
communicated  to  the  press  and  printed 
here  and  there  under  such  headings  as 
"Russian  Fanaticism;  Slavish  Subordi- 
nation." 

The  refugees  described  the  measures 
taken  bv  the  military  authorities  to  re- 
move ffAn  the  town  all  machinery, 
stores  and  provisions,  and  how  a  cer- 
tain number  of  trains  were  made  avail- 
able for  the  departure  of  the  towns- 
people.    They  added: 

"There  were  no  soldiers  In  the  town 
except  those  at  tho  bridge  and  at  the 
station.  Nearly  all  the  inhabitants  had 
left  the  town,  many  whose  horses  had 
been  taken  going  on  foot  along  the  rail- 
way. Of  those  who  remained,  a  depu- 
tation went  to  the  ofBces  of  the  railway 
station  to  ask  whether  the  town  should 
be  burned.  They  were  told  to  do  noth- 
ing until  orders  came  by  telephone 

The  orders  came  that  night  that  every- 
thing should  be  burned.  Bensine  waa 
brought  up  from  th©^  river  (I.e.,  from 
a  barge),  and  we  were  working  all  that 
night  with  the  soldiers  from  the  station 
setting  'fire  to  buildings.  Every tblnff 
was  btfrned." 

Tba  Taettos  of  Saonftee. 
Everything  was  burned!  if  the  tac- 
.tlcs  of  1812.  which  did  not  hesiute  at 
the  sacrince  of  Moscow,  have  lost  their 
value  as  military  measures,  tbe  spirit 
which  Inspired  them  has  yet  the  same 
potency.  For  von  HIndenburg,  at  ahy 
rate,  these  tactics  constitute  at  least 
an  embarrassment  knd  the  defeat  of 
one  of  his  lesser  objects.  At  Su^alkl 
the  Germans  have  unroofed  a  chui't'h 
for  its  copper  and  emptied  the  town  of 
cotton  and  woollen  garments  and  ma- 
terials: at  Llbau  large  quantities  of 
produce  purchased  from  the  Inteiior  of 
Russia  by  German  agents  were  stored 
ready  for  their  arrival;  a  similar  at- 
tempt to  make  a  depot  at  Riga  was 
recently  discovered  by  the  Russians. 
Plunder  is  a  serious  business  with  the 
Germans:  the  value  of  conquered  terri- 
tory reflects  itself  in  the  figures  of  rob- 
bery and  confiscation:  even  the  miser- 
able loot  snatched  from  tho  flames  of 
Brent  Lltowsk  was  made  a  matter  for 
public  rejoicing.  Many  a  victory  of  no 
strategic  value  would  go  unAagged  In 
Berlin  were  It  not  for  the  "inestimable 
booty,'  which  commonly  .fades  later 
into  -A  tale  of  damaged  transport  wag- 
ons and  spoiled  stores,  as  in  the  case 
of  Kovno.  But  henceforth  von  HIn- 
denburg muai  live  honestly  upon  his 
supplies:  Lithuania  will  not  yield  him 
so  much  as  a  horseshoe. 

The  Munchner  Neuste  Nachrichteir, 
ruminating  upon  this  topic,  had  recently 
certain  refiectlons  regarding  "the  wide- 
spread misiyiderstanding  of  the  Ger- 
man attltOdc  towards  humanity"  which 
caused  the  flight  of  whole  populations, 
numbering  millions  of  people,  at  the 
first  rumor  of  the  approach  of  the  Ger- 
mans. It  spoke  of  the  crime  of  interna- 
tional libel,  of  the  fashion  In  which  the 
German  character  has  been  taken  away, 
of  "mistrust  and  hostility  to  Germans 
UellbeKately  cultivated  and  artlflclally 
stimulated."  it  forgets  that  the  fame 
of  Kalisch,  where  the  unspeakable  Ma- 
jor PreuBser  'foamed  like  a  beast,  raged 
at  hia  lunatic  height,"  is  known  all 
over  Russia,  the  common  topic  In  every 
village.  Suwalki.  too.  with  its  rapes 
and  Its  forced  labor  In  the  trenchea, 
and  Lod«.  with  Its  dally  execution  of 
civilians  In  miserable  batchea — these 
are  the  Index  rather  than  the  protesta- 
tions of  German  newspapers,  by  which 
the  German  "attitude  to  humanity"  Is 
gauged.  These  are  the  evidences  upon 
Which  over  six  million  people,  by  one 
account— twelve  million  by  tbe  reckon- 
ing of  The  Russkoje  81owo,.ln  Moscow, 
have  burned  their  homes,  gathered  what 
posaesslons  they  could  carry,  and  set 
out  eastward,  to  the  aafety  of  inner 
Russia.  Where  at  least  nothing  worse 
overtake    them    than    death      by

In  Germany  theae  fbcts  and  tkeaa 
llgurea  bare  been  widely  publlobed, 
with'  aoeompaaylng  detalla  of  tbe  mla- 
ery  of  tba  refugeea  and  the  tcrroni  and 
dangera  »f  tbelr  flight  from  the'  war 
area.  They  are  presented,  of  courae, 
as  examples  of  the  inhumanity  of  the 
Ruaaian  Government;  but  they  have 
had  another  effect  aa  well  upon  public 
opinion.  Just  aa  tbe  AlUes'  air  raid 
upon  Karlaruha  jarred  German  com- 
Plaoency  more  effectually  than  the  slnk- 
Inc  of  the  Blucher,  and  aa  the  Ruoalan 
Invasion  of  East  Prussia  disturbed  tile 
man  in  the  beer-sarden  more  than  the 
wiping  of  the  Oeituan  marine  from  the 
face  of  the  %tnL» — these  being  things 
that  seemed  to  threaten  him  with  tbe 
actual  peril  and  agony  of  war — so  now 
these  figures  reveal  to  him,  alth  grue- 
some clearness,  how  little  welcome  a 
German  la  In  the  world  he  aims' to 
make  bis  own.  Uc  reads  of  wretched 
women  who  givi-  birth  to  children  in 
moving  cattle-trucks,  of  a  whole  land 
where  nothing  now  Is  at  home  aave 
fire  and  death,  and  realises  for  a  mo- 
ment, perhaps,  the  light  In  which  he 
Is  viewed  by  the  ahole  human  race  out- 
Blde  his  own  borderis.  And  there  Is  no 
mistake  about  it,  In  «4>lte  of  the  alter- 
nate compassionate  whining  and  indig- 
nant bluster  of  newspapers,  it  has 
alarmed  him.     He  does  nut  like  it. 

He  saw  refugees  once  before^  when 
the  population  of  East  Prussia  fled  in 
panic  to  the  west.  And  he  knows  now, 
I  have  heard  him  say  it.  that  when 
the  Russians  come  again  it  will  be  on 
the  heels  of  a  beaten  German  army;

Captain  C.  E.  W.  Bean,  the  official 
press  representative  with  the  Austral- 
ian forces  In  the  Dardanelles,  describes 
the  clearance  of  the  foothills  north  of 
Ansae  by  the  New  Zealand  Mounted 
Rifle  Brigade  and  the  Maori  Battalion, 
on  the  night  of-  August  •.  The  work 
was  to  be  done  In  sUeiice  and  with  bay- 
onets only  80  long  as  the  darkness 
lasted.  The  Mounted  Rifles  were,  of 
course,  on  foot. 

The  Wellington  Mounted  Rifles  flrst 
carried  with  the  bayonet  a  trench 
which  the  New  Zealanders  had  taken 
from   the  Turks  and   lost  again. 

The  Canterbury  Mounted  Rifles,  says 
Captain  Bean,  moved  out  in  extended 
order  across  this  two  squadrons  abreast, 
the  line  of  each  troop  following  close 
on  after  the  line  ahead  of  them,  and 
these  scouts  suddenly  came  on  four 
other  figures  In  the,  dark.  It  was  a 
Turkish  patrol. 

The  Turks  clearly  thought  that  our 
men  were  the  uaual  New  Zealander 
patro4  out  on  Its  nightly  business.  They 
did  not  a'ant  to  make  a  disturbance 
In  the  night  any  more  than  we  did,  so 
they  came  for  our  men  with  the  bay- 
onet. There  was  no  sound  In  that 
strange  duel.  Just  four  men  lighting 
four  with  their  bayonets  In  the  dark. 
The  Turks  bayoneted  one  of  our  men  In 
In  the  Jaw  and  another  In  the  chest, 
neither  fatall.v,  before  o>ir  four  hud 
managed  to  kill  them.  There  was  not 
a  shot  fired,  and  the  column  went  si- 
lently  on. 

But  they  were  sure  to  be  discovered 
before  long.  Krom  away  behind  them 
there  had  broken  out  the  Arlng  of  the 
Turks  In  the  old  Now  Zealand  trench. 
That  must  have  waked  the  Turks.  A 
few  minutes  later  the  Otago  Regiment 
Just  behind  Canterbury  turned  Inland 
to  attack  its  particular  hill.  A  sputter 
of  fire  broke  out. 

Canterbury  divided  into  two.  One 
squadron  went  straight  up  the  point 
of  the  hill  from  the  front.  The  other 
swung  Inland  a  little,  and  then  came 
up  to  tl^e  same  point  from  the  rear. 
There  was  a  machine  gun  in  the 
nearer  trench,  and  they  were  on  it  be- 
fore the  Turks  could  lake  ttie  breech 
block  away.  The  Turkish  escort  for 
the  gun  stood  its  ground,  and  some  of 
the  finest  men  In  the  regiment  were 
shot  as  they  rushed  It — farmers  and 
farmers'  »ons  from  the  plains  about 
Chrlstchurch — tlieir  graves  are  there 
today.  But  they  never  answered  with 
a  sinsle  rifle  shot  nor  yet  a  cheer. 
They  bayoneted  the  Turks  and  took  the 
msohlne  gun. 

The  other  Fquadron  cleared  a  Wng 
commimloatlon  trench  down  the  slope 
of  the  hill  to  the  north,  and  they  then 
turned  Inland  and  came  up  the  length 
of  the  spur  together,  clearing  four 
trenches  In  all  aa  they  went  until  their 
spur  Joined  the  one  which  Otago  was 
attarkin?,  and  the  two  regiments  met, 
as  had  been  arranged,  on  the  crest  of 
the  spurs  they   had  cleared. 

It  Was  while  they  were  clearing  the 
spur  that  the  flrst  sound  was  made  by 
anyone  on  our  side  broke  the  long, 
tense  silence  of  that  attack.  Away 
from  the  right  from  far  up  In  the  foot- 
hills came  the  sound  of  a  cheer.  1 
heard  that  cheer  too;  It  was  near  mid- 
night, and  1  was  just  passing  the  in- 
fantry columns  which  were  already  be- 
ginning to  move  out  from  Ansae  to 
carry  on  the  main  attack.  We  knew 
that  one  particular  redoubt  had  been 
giving  especial  trouble  to  the  Mounted 
Ktflea,  and  we  guessed  that  this  cheer 
meant  that  they  ha<l  taken  It,  and  that 
their  pent-up  feelings  could  not  be 
cooped  up  any  longer. 

Everyone  heard  that  cheer.  The  Can- 
terburys  heard  it  as  they  were  rushing 
upon  panic-stricken  and  totally  sur- 
prised parties  of  Turks  along  the  apur 
top,  and  It  cheered  the  men  wonder- 
fully, for  up  to  that  moment  they  had 
not  the  varuest  Idea  how  any  of  their 
other  columna  were  getting  on.  Kor 
all  they  knew  they  might  be  sollury 
Intruders  Into  the  Turkish  poaliion,  li- 
able to  be  cut  off  aa  soon  as  the  Turka 
property    woke.  ,
